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The foregoing officers were sworn to the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties. 

The necessary ballots prepared for each Precinct, and the 
paraphernalia for the proper conduct of the Election were sup- 
plied by the Town Clerk and turned over to the Wardens of the 
various Precincts. 

The Polls were declared open in each Precinct at seven (7) 
o’clock A. M. and remained open until eight (8) o’clock P. M. at 
which time, after due notice, they were declared closed. 

Just prior to the closing of the Polls, the Town Clerk turned 
over to the Wardens of Precincts 1-2-3-4-5-6 the envelopes re- 
ceived by her purporting to contain Absent Voter Ballots, to- 
gether with the applications filed by said voters for registration 
as Absent Voters. Immediately after the close of the Polls, the 
Wardens caused all of the twenty-two (22) envelopes containing 
Absent Voter Ballots to be opened and signatures, affidavits, 
postmarks, etc., to be examined in accordance with Section 95, 
Chapter 54 of the General Laws, and any amendments there 
may be thereto, and all were found to be correct. The names of 
the twenty-two (22) Absent Voters were checked on the voting 
lists in the proper Precincts and then the twenty-two (22) Ab- 
sent Voter Ballots were deposited in the proper Ballot Boxes.

VOTED, That two hundred eighty-five dollars ($285) be ap- 
propriated to be expended under the direction of the Selectmen, 
two hundred seventy-five dollars ($275) thereof for personal 
services and ten dollars ($10) for other expenses incident to 
the inspection of animals.

VOTED, That nineteen thousand three hundred dollars ($19,- 
300) be appropriated to be expended by the Board of Public 
Welfare for the purpose of granting assistance to certain aged 
persons under the provisions of Chapter 118A of the General 
Laws, and for expenses incident thereto, including two hundred 
twenty-five dollars ($225) for personal services in connection 
therewith.

southwesterly line of Pine Street, thence northwesterly 
parallel with and distant 100 feet southwesterly from 
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said southwesterly line of Pine Street to a point distant 
100 feet southeasterly from the southeasterly line of the 
southwesterly course of Pine Street to a point in the 
southwesterly line of Wildwood Street distant 75 feet 
(in a straight line) from the southerly line thereof, — 
thence in a curving line westerly and northwesterly, 
parallel with and distant 75 feet southerly and south- 
westerly therefrom to a point distant 100 feet north- 
westerly from the northwesterly line of Fletcher 
Street, thence in a curving line southwesterly, south- 
erly and southeasterly parallel with and distant 100 
feet in a general westerly direction from the general 
westerly line of Fletcher Street and said line extended 
to a point distant 100 feet southeasterly from the 
southeasterly line of Church Street, thence north- 
easterly, parallel with and distant 100 feet south- 
easterly from the said southeasterly line of Church 
Street to the business district indicated on said map, 
thence runs northwesterly and northeasterly by said 
business district to a point on the northwesterly line of 
Dix Street distant 150 feet northwesterly from the 
northwesterly line of said Church Street, and thence 
runs southeasterly by said northeasterly line of Dix 
Street and northeasterly by the northwesterly line of 
Church Street to the point of beginning. 


The foregoing description being intended to include all of 
said general residence district except that part thereof lying 
northerly of the southwesterly line of Vine Street beginning at 
Church Street and extended to Wedge Pond. 

Or will amend the Zoning By-Law by changing or altering 
said map and said general residence district by changing to a 
single residence district any part or parts of the area herein- 
before described. (Planning Board). 


VOTED, That the report of the Planning Board upon the 
proposed changes in the Zoning By-Law under Article 3 be 
received and placed on file. 


VoTED, That the town Zoning By-Law be and it is hereby 
amended by altering the map incorporated in and made a part 
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thereof and that certain district indicated and identified thereon 
as a general residence district, the westerly limit of which is 
a line distant 100 feet westerly from the westerly line of 
Fletcher Street, which district extends northeasterly along both 
sides of Church Street and the northwesterly limit of which is 
the shore of Wedge Pond, by changing to a single residence 
district and indicating and identifying on said map as a single 
residence district, that part of said general residence district 
bounded as follows: 


Northeasterly by a line which beginning at the 
intersection of the southwesterly line of Vine Street 
with the westerly line of Church Street runs north- 
westerly by said line of Vine Street extended to Wedge 
Pond, thence runs southerly, westerly, and southerly 
by said Pond to its most southerly point, thence south- 
westerly to the southeasterly line of Glengarry Road 
at a point distant 100 feet northwesterly (in a straight 
line) from the northwesterly line of Dix Street, thence 
southwesterly, parallel with and distant 100 feet north- 
westerly from the said northwesterly line of Dix Street 
to a point distant 100 feet southwesterly from the 
southwesterly line of Pine Street, thence northwesterly 
parallel with and distant 100 feet southwesterly from 
said southwesterly line of Pine Street to a point dis- 
tant 100 feet southeasterly from the southeasterly line 
of the southwesterly course of Pine Street to a point 
in the southwesterly line of Wildwood Street distant 
75 feet (in a straight line) from the southerly line 
thereof, thence in a curving line westerly and north- 
westerly, parallel with and distant 75 feet southerly 
and southwesterly therefrom to a point distant 100 
feet northwesterly from the northwesterly line of 
Fletcher Street, thence in a curving line southwesterly, 
southerly and southeasterly parallel with and distant 
100 feet in a general westerly direction from the gen- 
eral westerly line of Fletcher Street and said line ex- 
tended to a point distant 100 feet southeasterly from 
the southeasterly line of Church Street, thence, north- 
easterly, parallel with and distant 100 feet south- 
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easterly from the said southeasterly line of Church 
Street to the business district indicated on said map, 
thence runs northwesterly and northeasterly by said 
business district to a point in the northwesterly line 
of Dix Street distant 150 feet northwesterly from the 
northwesterly line of said Church Street, and thence 
runs southeasterly by said northeasterly line of Dix 
Street and northeasterly by the northwesterly line of 
Church Street to the point of beginning. 


The foregoing description being intended to include all of 
said general residence district except that part thereof lying 
northerly of the southwesterly line of Vine Street beginning 
at Church Street and extended to Wedge Pond.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Your Board of Selectmen herewith presents its report to 
the Town for the current year. 

The organization meeting was held on March 7, 1940, at 
which time Elliott F. Cameron was elected Chairman. 

Regular meetings have been held each Monday evening 
and in addition several special meetings were called. On account 
of the large amount of business coming before your Board it 
was found necessary to commence its meetings at 7:00 P.M. 
instead of 7:30 P.M. which custém had prevailed for years. 

The members of the Board also spent a great deal of time 
outside of the regular and special meetings in order to efficiently 
handle the large volume of business which came before them for 
consideration. 

As the town grows in population so, too, does the work of 
the Board of Selectmen grow. We have been fortunate in having

the full time assistance of Mr. George W. Franklin, executive 
clerk of the Board, who has been most cooperative, and his 
assistance has enabled the Board to function smoothly and 
efficiently. 


TOWN FINANCES 
DEBT 


Reference to the audit report made by the Division of 
Accounts, Massachusetts Department of Corporation and Taxa- 
tion shows that the Town has maintained its excellent financial 
condition during the past year. 

On December 31, 1940, the bonded indebtedness amounted 
to $400,000.00, of which amount $305,000.00 was within the debt 
limit and $95,000.00 in school bonds was outside the debt limit. 
The statutory borrowing capacity of the town on Dec. 31, 1940 
was $1,008,600.00. Deducting the $305,000.00 in outstanding 
bonds, the figure of $703,600.00 indicates the amount below the 
debt limit fixed by statute. The total amount of the debt which 
matures in 1941 is $79,000.00 and the interest to be paid is 
$14,685.00. | 

The final payment of the $90,000.00 Park Loan Bonds of 
1911 will be made in 1941. 

No new bonds were issued during the year and this procedure 
is in keeping with the principle followed by the Town since 1932. 

It is with a great deal of satisfaction to report that the 
Town has been able to reduce its bonded indebtedness year after 
year, meeting its current obligations from revenue and still 
maintaining the high standards to which its citizens have been 
accustomed. 

It may be necessary however in 1942 to issue $90,000.00 in 
bonds, provided the recommendation of the Town Hall Improve- 
ment Committee is adopted. These bonds will mature in nine 
years, payable $10,000.00 annually. If the bond issue is approved 
it is expected that the interest rate will not be over 1%. 


CURRENT BORROWING 


An inspection of the balance sheet will reveal that on 
December 31, 1940 the town had no temporary loans outstanding, 
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all money borrowed during the year on notes in anticipation of 
taxes had been paid and there was cash in the bank amounting 
to $105,443.88. 

This is the first time in many years that this situation has 
occurred and the result was accomplished by the cooperation of 
Mr. Nichols, Collector of Taxes, Dr. Nutter, Town Treasurer, 
and Mr. Priest, Town Accountant. 

During the year the Town Treasurer was authorized to 
borrow on notes in anticipation of taxes as follows: 

June 14, 1940—$100,000. due December 10, 1940 at .174%. 

At the time the borrowing was made the prevailing interest 
rates were from .22 to .58% and on account of our strong 
financial position the Town Treasurer was able to obtain a more 
favorable rate. 


OVER DRAFTS 


The unprecedented snow fall during the year particularly 
the blizzard of February 14, 1940 and the early storms in 
November and December created an emergency insofar as snow 
and ice removal was concerned. Your Board authorized over 
drafts totalling $4,000.00 and $3,883.05 was actually expended. 
The Finance Committee had a balance of $2,930.72 in the Re- 
serve Fund and at the close of the year this amount was trans- 
ferred to the Snow and Ice account thereby reducing the amount 
to be appropriated at the town meeting to $952.33 which sum 
is necessary to meet the over drafts. 


EXCESS AND DEFICIENCY ACCOUNT 


On December 31, 1940 the balance in the Excess and Defi- 
ciency account was $207,778.72. Before the time of the annual 
town meeting this amount will undoubtedly appreciate consider- 
ably. The amount of uncollected taxes of the 1940 levy was 
$137,957.60 thus giving $69,821.12 free cash. 

It is the opinion of your Board that the Excess and Defi- 
ciency account should not be drawn below $150,000. but that 
the excess above this amount should be used to meet capital 
expenditures in the 1941 budgets. 
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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The Highway Department under Mr. Parker Holbrook has 
continued to render efficient service to the town. We cannot 
refrain from acknowledging the co-operation and assistance 
which has been rendered to the Board by Mr. Holbrook. 


CONSTRUCTION 


The program of highway construction for 1940 was carried 
out as follows: 


Cabot Street, from Calumet Road to Warren Street. 
Prince Avenue. 

Sanborn Street. 

Sheffield West. 

Wolcott Road. 

Yale Street, from Calumet Road to Foxcroft Road. 


It is hoped that the continuation of the construction of High 
Street from the end of the 1938 construction to Ridge Street 
may be undertaken in 1941 and also Grove Street in 1942 from 
funds allocated under Chapter 90. 


MAINTENANCE 


Each year the usual amount of work in maintaining the 
town highways is carried out. During 1940 the following streets 
were re-surfaced: 

Arthur Street. 
Chisholm Road. 
Hill Street. 
White Street. 


The Superintendent of Streets has been commended by the 
Metropolitan District Commission for the excellence with which 
county roads constructed under Chapter 90 have been main- 
tained. 


SNOW AND ICE 


In 1938, $26,943.88 was expended; in 1939, $20,863.50, and 
in 1940, $34,883.05. The heavy snow storm in February 1940 
and the storms in November and December caused the expendi- 
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tures for snow and ice removal and sanding to be much larger 
than the average of the past few years. 


DISTRIBUTION OF HIGHWAY FUND 


The town’s share in the distribution of the Highway Fund 
by the State amounted to $43,600.02 and this money was applied 
against the appropriation of the highway department, thus re- 
ducing the amount to be appropriated by the town from revenue. 

Such items as surface drainage, sidewalk construction, etc., 
are covered in detail in the report of the Superintendent of 
Streets and reference may be made thereto. 


ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


During the year the Engineering Department performed its 
usual services for the various poards and town departments in 
its customary efficient manner. Inasmuch as the town engineer 
has furnished a detailed report concerning the work performed, 
reference is made to his report. 

In February John F. Sharon, assistant town engineer, 
passed away. Mr. Sharon was first connected with the town as 
engineering assistant from 1910 to 1927. From 1927 to 1940 
he was assistant town engineer and served in that capacity 
faithfully and well. 


BOARD OF SURVEY 


The Board of Survey approved the following streets: 

Canterbury Road, a new way in the Brooks Estate on 
the westerly side of Grove Street. 

North Gateway, a new way extending southerly from 
Chardon Road. 

Meriden Road, a new way extending from Main Street 
to North Gateway. 


TRAFFIC 


The traffic problem is still with us. On account of the fact 
that several new business enterprises have recently come to 
Winchester, the inhabitants of adjacent towns have come here 
to do their shopping. This, of course, has increased the traffic 
in the Centre, but under existing circumstances the traffic is 
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being handled as efficiently as is possible. During the year hear- 
ings were held by a special committee on parking facilities, ana 
reference is made to their report. 

The old traffic tower near the Winchester Drug Company 
was removed, and the traffic lights are now controlled from the 
brick tower erected by the Boston & Maine Railroad. 

The Selectmen are recommending that the traffic lights at 
Bacon and Church Streets, in so far as pedestrian traffic is 
concerned, be controlled by push buttons in order to comply 
with the requirements of the State Department of Public Works. 

At some time in the near future it will be necessary to have 
some form of traffic control at the intersection of Mt. Vernon 
Street, Highland Avenue and Mystic Valley Parkway. The 
traffic situation at that location is becoming acute, and steps 
should be taken to correct it. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department under Chief DeCourcy has been main- 
tained in its usual efficient manner. The Chief has submitted 
his report of the work Domontued by his department to which 
reference is made. 

The tires on Engines 3 and 4 have had six years’ service 
and it is the opinion of the Board that all motor equipment should 
be in first class condition to respond to alarms. We are, there- 
fore, recommending an appropriation this year to purchase new 
tires for these motor vehicles. 

As a result of purchasing the new ambulance we were able 
to transfer the Ford ambulance to the Fire Department for use 
as a service truck. By the expenditure of a small amount of 
money, the Chief was able to have it re-painted and placed in 
first class condition so that this truck will be available for 
several years’ service. 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


The Building Department has had a very busy year, the 
construction of new buildings having been greater than in any 
year since 1936. 

In November Mr. Maurice Dinneen, who had faithfully 
served the town for 32 years. submitted his resignation, and 
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Mr. William B. MacDonald was appointed Building Commis- 
sioner. We have no doubt but that the department will be 
maintained at the same high level as in the past and feel that 
the town is very fortunate in having a man of Mr. MacDonald’s 
experience and ability take over the duties of Building Com- 
missioner. 

It was felt by your Board when the appointment of Mr. 
MacDonald was made that the proper time had arrived to seg- 
regate the budgets of the Building Department and the Board 
of Health. Mr. Dinneen had served both departments and his 
compensation was received from several ‘sources. Under the 
new set-up the position of Building Commissioner and Inspector 
of Wires is combined, inasmuch as the work required to be 
performed is interlocking. 

The office of Inspector of Plumbing is a civil service position 
and an examination is being held on January 11, 1941 for those 
applicants who have applied. Inasmuch as this is a part time 
position it is believed that the appointee should be placed on a 
full time basis, devoting the balance of his time in assisting the 
Building Commissioner in the discharge of his duties. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


At the annual town meeting in March 1940 it was voted to 
replace the old ambulance and after some weeks of effort the 
Board was able to find a Packard ambulance which seemed to 
fit the needs of the Town. We feel that we were fortunate in 
obtaining this ambulance as at the present time on account of 
the war situation, it is next to impossible to obtain one. 

In June, Officer John J. Regan, who had faithfully served 
the Town for over 20 years, requested that he be retired for 
disability. His request was granted and he was retired on 
one-half pay. 

For a number of years the so-called ‘7 hour shift”” has been 
under discussion and it was felt that when the proper time 
arrived that it should be placed in effect. At the time of the 
filling of the vacancy occasioned by the retirement of Officer 
Regan, your Board consulted with the Financial Committee 
relative to the appointment of an additional officer, and our 
reasons for such appointment meeting with the committee’s 
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approval, the Board appointed Robert A. Elliott and James E. 
Flaherty to the permanent force, the appointments becoming 
effective July 1, 1940. 

The ‘7 hour shift’? went into effect on October 1, 1940 and 
the Town now receives better police protection than ever before. 

The floor of the station is in such poor condition that it is 
advisable to have it covered with linoleum and an item is in- 
cluded in this year’s budget for $400.00 to do this work. 

On account of the change in hours of the officers, the two 
prowl cars are now on the road a greater number of hours each 
day and each one covered over 36,000 miles last year. Next 
year the mileage will be greater. Heretofore a car has been 
turned in after approximately two years’ service, but this year 
we are recommending that both cars be turned in each year, 
as the tremendous cost of repairs during the second year will 
be eliminated, also the cost of replacement of accessories will 
practically be done away with; and further, the turn-in value 
of the cars will be so much greater, that we will be able to pur- 
chase two new cars annually for little more than what we now 
have to pay for one car. 

The present rules of the department have been in effect 
since 1912 and inasmuch as police work has made such rapid 
strides 1n the past few years, it was considered advisable to 
revise the rules and bring them up to date. The new rules, 
as prepared by the Town Counsel have been adopted and will 
be printed during the early part of 1941. 

In our opinion the department is more efficient than ever 
before and we appreciate the cooperation which has been given 
to us by the Chief and all of the men under his command. 


TOWN HALL 


No major repairs or improvements have been made in the 
Town Hall during the past few years. At the 1940 town meet- 
ing a Town Hall Improvement Committee was appointed and its 
report is included in this annual town report. 

We understand that the report of the Committee will in- 
dicate and recommend that the sum of $100,000.00 be appropri- 
ated to reconstruct the interior of the entire town hall building, 
of which amount $10,000.00 is to be raised from revenue in 1941 
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and bonds be issued in 1942 in the amount of $90,000.00, payable 
$10,000.00 annually to do this work. 

If the town should fail to adopt the recommendations of 
the Committee it will then become necessary to request funds 
for repairs on the town hall building. 


CONCLUSION 


We are of the opinion that the town took a forward step 
in 1937 when it voted to elect members of the Board for three- 
year terms. The first members to serve under the new order 
were elected in 1938 and those of us whose terms expire this 
year are the first to complete the full three-year term. Before 
1938 a man was elected for a one year term, and when his 
services were becoming valuable through experience to the town 
his term would expire. With the three-year term a member of 
the Board can give the town the full benefit of the knowledge 
and experience which has been acquired, and the new members 
likewise have the benefit of the experience of other members 
who have had one and two years’ prior service. 

We have endeavored to render to the town the best possible 
service, considering only what was for the best interests of the 
town as a whole. It is for the townspeople to judge as to 
whether we have succeeded in our efforts. Those of us who are 
leaving are honored to have had the privilege of serving Win- 
chester and we know that those who carry on will continue to 
maintain the high ideals and to serve the community to the best 
of their ability. 

While we receive no salary for the work we perform (and we 
believe no salary should be paid) we have been amply compen- 
sated in the knowledge that we have been able to contribute 
something to our town and still keep it in its enviable position 
among the municipalities of the Commonwealth.

Sirs: 

The actions brought by Gertrude L. Treacy and Mary Alves 
and John Alves against the town, and the action by the town 
against Daniel J. McCarron, which were pending at the begin- 
ning of the year are still pending. The two actions by Boston 
against the town to recover $14,650.29 for 54 items of welfare 
relief, which were then pending, were settled by agreement for 
$4,720.58, and payment has been made. 

A petition for a writ of mandamus was brought by Rosari 
Marchesi against the Selectmen to compel the issuance of a 
bowling alley license. This was heard by a, master upon whose 
findings, favorable to the Selectmen, the Court found for the 
defendants and ordered the petition dismissed. 

Actions brought during the year and still pending are those 
brought by the town against Federal Yeast Corporation to re- 
cover for damages to a fence, against Matthew J. McDonough 
to recover for damages to a traffic beacon, and against the Town 
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of Middleton to recover for welfare relief; and a petition filed 
by Ersilia N. Sylvester for assessment of damages alleged to 
have been sustained by the establishment of Horn Pond Brook 
Road, and a suit by William P. McAuley for damages alleged 
to have been sustained by the shutting off of water. 

Assistance was rendered the Assessors in tax appeal cases. 

Four petitions for registration of land were examined and 
the interests of the town, if any, found to have been recognized. 

The necessary action was taken in three cases in which the 
town was summoned as trustee. 

All land takings authorized at the last annual meeting were 
attended to. Proper takings were made, titles examined, 
damages paid, and releases obtained, except that settlement has 
not been completed for the Wedge Pond Park taking. 

One personal injury claim was investigated and settled by 
your authority; others were investigated and liability denied.

EQUIPMENT 


The motor vehicle equipment of the Police Department con- 
sists of three cruising cars equipped with two-way radio sets, a 
motorcycle equipped with one-way radio and a Packard Ambu- 
lance. 

New equipment purchased during the past year consisted of 
a motorcycle, one cruising car, and a modern and completely 
equipped ambulance. 

During the coming year I recommend the purchase of two 
new cars, a Chief’s car and a cruising car.

REPORT OF BOARD OF APPEAL FOR 1940 


The Board of Selectmen, 
Winchester, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


During the year 1940 this Board considered and decided 
about 35 cases arising either under the Building Laws or under 
the Zoning By-Law. 


In our report for 1939 we referred to a case then pending 
before the Supreme Judicial Court (Tranfaglia v. Building Com- 
missioner) in which a question of validity was raised as to 
Section 12B of the Zoning By-Law which purports to grant to 
adjoining owners the right of appeal to this Board from the 
grant of permits by the Building Commissioner, in certain cases. 
We said that if the decision should be that the section is void 
because not authorized by statute, then the Zoning By-Law should 
be amended by striking it out, or else an effort should be made 
to have the statute amended so as to permit such appeals. The 
decision of the Supreme Judicial Court was that this section is 
a nullity because it purports to confer upon the Board a juris- 
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diction not conferred by the statute. We are advised that an 
effort is to be made to have the statute amended at this session 
of the General Court in such a way as to permit of such appeals. 
If that effort fails, Section 12B should, of course, be stricken out 
from our Zoning By-Law. In the meantime, we must, of course, 
treat the section as a nullity. 

It appears to us that it is desirable that the statute should 
be so amended as to permit appeals by adjoining owners as 
provided in Section 12B. Unless such appeals are permitted, the 
only redress for an abutter who considers himself injuriously 
affected by the erroneous grant of a permit, is a court proceeding 
which may be costly and time-consuming. 

The Supreme Judicial Court in the Tranfaglia case also held 
that the words “or harmful to the property therein” which ap- 
pear in Section 9C of our Zoning By-Law are not authorized by 
the statute and are void, and this section was accordingly cor- 
rected by the deletion of these words at the Special Town Meeting 
held in November. | 

We wish to record this Board’s high appreciation of the 
character and public service of Mr. Maurice Dinneen, former 
Building Commissioner, who resigned during the year.

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REPORT OF THE 
RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Recreation Committee was appointed pursuant to the 
following vote of the 1940 Annual Representative Town Meet- 
ing :— 


“VOTED, That a committee to be known as the Recreation 
Committee and to consist of one member of the School Com- 
mittee designated by it, one member of the Park Commissioners 
designated by it, and four citizens to be appointed by the Mod- 
erator, is hereby established for the purpose of formulating and 
submitting to the School Committee a plan for adult recreation 
in the School Buildings, to be carried out as the School Com- 
mittee may deem expedient during the last quarter of 1940 and 
the first quarter of 1941. The School Committee is authorized 
to expend not exceeding five hundred dollars ($500) for the 
purposes of this project, which sum is hereby appropriated 
therefor. 

The Recreation Committee shall also continue the study 
of recreational activities and submit a report at the next annual 
town meeting. 

Vacancies in the Recreation Committee shall be filled in 
the manner provided for in original appointments.” 

The Recreation Committee is not at this time in a position 
to render a complete report or recommendation on adult recrea- 
tion. As the plan devised by the Recreation Committee did not 
become operative until December 11, 1940 and as the activities 
are expected to continue until March, 1941, the Committee will 
defer the final report and recommendation until the annual town 
meeting. 

It seemed to the Committee that the purpose of the vote of 
the 1940 Annual Town Meeting was to provide recreation not 
only to those interested in active sports but also to those inter- 
ested in recreational hobbies in the arts and crafts. The Com- 
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mittee with the approval and co-operation of the School Com- 
mittee offered the facilities of the High School Gymnasium for 
basketball for men, keep-fit classes and folk dancing for women. 
Two rooms in the Wadleigh School were made available for 
making braided rugs and for wood carving. The various groups 
have met on Wednesday evenings from 7 P.M. to 10 P.M. Since 
the groups have been meeting such a short time, it is not feasible 
at the date of this report to state the number in each group. 

As a large part of the appropriation was necessarily allotted 
to the cost of heat, light and janitor service in the High School 
and Wadleigh School, the Committee deemed it advisable to ob- 
tain instructors without cost to the town. The groups are in 
charge of the following instructors all of whom have volunteered 
their services:—Rug Making, Mrs. Wade L. Grindle; Women’s 
Keep-Fit Class and Folk Dancing, Mrs. Dana J. Kelly; Wood 
Carving, Mr. Charles Greene; Basketball, Mr. Edward J. O’Melia, 
Jr. It would seem that if the recreation program continues 
another year, a sufficient appropriation would have to be made 
for some remuneration for instructors as it probably would not 
be possible to obtain volunteer instructors indefinitely. 

The Committee felt that after organizing these groups its 
principle duty was to publicize the formation of the groups so 
that the townspeople would be informed of their existence. To 
this end the Committee had articles describing these activities 
published in the Winchester Star and the Woburn Times during 
November and December. A large block announcement was in- 
serted in the Winchester Star and the Woburn Times in Jan- 
uary. Letters have been written to the various organizations in 
the town, and twenty-five posters have been inserted in store 
windows. 

The Committee feels that having publicized the formation 
of the groups it remains to be seen whether there is sufficient 
interest in these activities to continue them. 

The Recreation Committee will be prepared to make a final 
report and recommendation at the annual town meeting. 

The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to the 
Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee for their 
complete co-operation in the establishment of the plan for adult 
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recreation. The Committee also extends its thanks to the in- 
structors who have so willingly offered their time and services 
for the 1940-1941 season.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


January 1, 1941. 


The Planning Board submits its report for the year 1940. 


ZONING CHANGES 


During the year two important changes in zoning were 
made. One involved group houses and the other a revision of 
the zoning map. 


Group Houses 


At a special town meeting held December 12 there was 
unanimously adopted an amendment to the Zoning By-Law, 
whereby group houses may not be constructed hereafter in resi- 
dence districts. 


Under our Zoning By-Law as originally enacted in 1924, 
the construction of apartment houses in all residence districts 
was prohibited, but group houses were classified with double 
houses and duplex houses, and permitted in general residence 
districts. “Group house” is defined in our Building Laws as 
“a building made up of three or more contiguous single houses.”’ 
The dwelling units must be separated by fire resistive division 
walls, the house may not cover more than fifty per cent of its 
lot, and must be thirty feet from the nearest building other than 
a garage and fifteen feet from the lot line. However, the Build- 
ing Laws contain no limitation on the number of such contiguous 
single houses which may be constructed under one roof. A group 
house now in process of construction at the corner of Washing- 
ton Street and Hancock Street will contain thirty. Although 
this group house, the first of its kind in Winchester, is built 
around a central court and is expected to possess architectural 
merit, it would be possible to construct a group house with any 
number of units of uniform character, with an unbroken front 
extending indefinitely along a street,—a type of development 
found in the congested areas of some of our large cities. 
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In our residence districts as a rule there are ample open 
spaces between dwelling houses. The Zoning By-Law provides 
as to future construction that building lots in single residence 
districts must contain at least 10,000 square feet, and in the 
general residence districts 6500 square feet for a single house, 
and 7500 for a double house. It seems to us that group houses 
would be inconsistent with existing conditions and inconsistent 
with the future development of our residential areas as con- 
templated by the general scheme of zoning which the town 
has adopted. 


The arguments against apartment houses—congestion of 
population in one spot—parking problems—fire hazard and the 
like—seem to apply with equal force to group houses and to 
warrant their classification together for purposes of zoning. 

Residents of the neighborhood where the group house is 
now being constructed are firmly convinced that this structure 
will make their places of residence less desirable and affect ad- 
versely the market value of their property. 

In other suburban towns comparable with Winchester in 
the metropolitan area, zoning by-laws rather generally permit 
group houses in general residence districts, but in one town they 
are limited in size to three families, in another to four families, 
and in a few they are excluded from all residence districts. 

Here in Winchester if at any time in the future there should 
be a call for dwelling units for small families such as those 
afforded by group houses, and if the space available for such 
construction in non-residence districts should prove inadequate 
for that purpose, a study can be made to see if there are limited 
areas in any residence zone where group houses and perhaps 
apartment houses can be permitted without detriment to the 
neighborhood. We shall then know more definitely whether the 
group house now under construction is successfully operated and 
whether it proves harmful to the neighborhood in its present 
location. This experience will be helpful in charting the future 
course. 

Zoning Map Revision 


The other important zoning change during the year was 
a revision of the map whereby an area containing about 40 acres 
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was made a single residence district instead of a general resi- 
dence district. The area extends from Vine Street in a general 
southwesterly direction along Wedge Pond, thence to and along 
Church Street to a point just beyond Fletcher Street, an area 
almost wholly surrounded by a single residence district. It was 
originally made a general residence district in 1924, when the 
zoning map was adopted, because it contained an apartment 
house and several two family houses. At the present time there 
are 80 houses in the district, of which only 22, or about 28%, 
are double houses. Since 1928 single houses only, some of excel- 
lent character, have been built in the district. 


We think that careful zoning should take into account 
trends of this sort and that zoning maps should be revised from 
time to time to encourage them. This is another instance of 
zoning upward in Winchester rather than downward. Several 
changes in the same direction affecting five different areas were 
made in earlier years where changing conditions seemed to 
warrant it. 


This change in zoning was accomplished at the town meet- 
ing on December 12, without a dissenting vote. 


SMALLER HOUSES 
The trend toward smaller houses continues. This is shown 
by the following table based on the Building Commissioner’s 
record of building permits :—

(The figures for 1940 do not include one group house of 30 units, 
estimated to cost $66,000.) 
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It appears that in 1940 eighty houses were built,—more than 
in any of the above years with the exception of 1930 and 1936. 


While the small house is growing in favor, there is a marked 
preference for the single house instead of the double house. 
No two-family house of new construction has been built in 
Winchester since 1931. 


Although we are seeing new houses of smaller proportions 
than Winchester has been accustomed to expect, they are built 
on lots of adequate size, as the zoning by-law requires; in most 
instances they are fairly attractive in appearance and well 
suited to the needs of small families. However, a continuance 
of the downward trend may adversely affect the tax rate. It is 
doubtful whether the amount received by the town in taxes on 
dwelling units of this type are sufficient to pay the cost of 
schools, fire and police protection, maintenance of ways and 
other public services which they require. 


THE BROOKS ESTATE 


During the year, that portion of the Brooks Estate situated 
west of Grove Street, containing 16 acres, was sold to 
the Brooks Park, Inc. for development for residence purposes. 
The land has already been laid out in house lots and a street 
running through the property has been approved under the 
Board of Survey Act. Several lots have been sold. Many of 
the lots exceed in size the minimum requirement of 10,000 square 
feet, under the zoning by-law, and the lots are restricted by 
deed with respect to the cost of house to be constructed. The 
proprietors of this property are residents of Winchester who 
have been associated with some of our best dwelling-house con- 
struction. We anticipate for Brooks Park the high-grade de- 
velopment which its location warrants. 


It is understood that the remainder of so much of the 
Brooks Estate as is located in Winchester is for sale. This 
comprises 49 acres of the Peter C. Brooks estate and 22 acres 
of the Shepard Brooks estate, much of which is admirably lo- 
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cated and adapted for residential development. The land is 
restricted under the zoning by-law to single houses with lots of 
not less than 10,000 square feet. It is also expected that in the 
event of sale, appropriate private restrictions will be placed on 
the type or cost of house to be built. 


HORN POND BROOK ROAD 


A portion of this road about 300 feet in length, southeast- 
erly of Canal Street, was laid out by the Town as a public way 
in 1939. The Town now owns or controls a major part of the 
land required for the construction of the way throughout its 
entire length from Lake Street northerly along the valley of the 
brook to the Woburn line. A strip of land of little commercial 
value, extending from Canal Street northerly to the Woburn 
boundary, and a small parcel at Lake Street, are still needed. 
If these are acquired the Town will then‘be in a position to build 
the road from time to time when it seems expedient to do so. 


The importance of making provision for this road has long 
been recognized by the town authorities who have given the sub- 
ject study. It was laid out under the Board of Survey Act 
many years ago. Following recent conferences between the 
Board of Selectmen and our Board, the: Selectmen are now con- 
sidering submitting to the Town at the March meeting a proposal 
to acquire the needed remaining land at this time before build- 
ings are constructed thereon. We think it should be obtained 
without delay. r 


SIX-YEAR PUBLIC WORKS PROGRAM 


The program of public works set up in the spring of 1939, 
under the supervision of the National Resources Planning Board, 
and continued in our report a year ago, is now carried forward 
for another year. 


The tables appended to our report dated January 1, 1940. 
showing estimated receipts and estimated disbursements for 
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operation and maintenance, and amounts available for capital 
expenditures, have been revised by the Finance Committee, and 
new tables for the period 1941 to 1946, inclusive, are appended 
to this report and numbered 1, 2 and 3, respectively. The actual 
figures for 1940 are also given for purposes of comparison. 


The estimated receipts throughout the six-year period are 
on the basis of a tax rate of $27.20 per thousand. This was the 
rate used in the estimates made by us a year ago. It proved 
to be the actual rate as fixed by the Assessors for 1940. It was 
also the actual rate for 1938 and 1939. 


In tables 1, 2 and 3 the figures showing receipts and dis- 
bursements for future years are, of course, only estimates. They 
are predicated in some instances on factors difficult to forecast, 
such as amounts to be received by the Town by way of transfer 
from the State for local highway purposes and amounts required 
for state taxes and unemployment relief. 


The schedule of public works appended to our report a year 
ago we have also revised and extended one year forward to in- 
clude 1946. In our effort to make this as reliable and useful as 
possible, in the light of information now available, we have had 
the assistance and hearty cooperation of all interested boards 
and committees of the Town. The new program is set forth in 
Table 4, hereto appended. 


The projects listed for 1940, of course, no longer appear. 
These projects in substance were recommended favorably by 
the Finance Committee, adopted by the town meeting last March 
and carried out as planned. One minor project, street widening 
at Everett Avenue and Bacon Street, scheduled in the highway 
department for 1941, was carried out during 1940, and financed 
from the general highway fund. Some other projects appearing 
in last year’s tables have been re-allocated in order more nearly 
to equalize expenditures over the 6-year period, so far as con- 
sistent with reasonable municipal needs. 


In the Water and Sewer Department unexpected projects 
of importance appear for 1941. The water softener has been 
found necessary because of the quality of the water obtained 
from the new driven wells on the West Side, which now furnish 
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a substantial part of the town’s water supply. The water main 
and sewer in Grove Street are required in order to keep pace 
with a development for residential purposes in Brooks Park on 
the west side of that street. 


The addition to the Public Library building, allocated for 
1946, may not be required so soon. The Library trustees believe 
that although the building is reasonably adequate at the present 
time, the anticipated growth in population and increase in the 
use of the library facilities will make such an addition necessary 
within a few years. The proposed addition will occupy a part 
of the land where the Legion House is located and, of course, 
will involve the removal of the house and make it necessary to 
provide quarters for the Legion elsewhere. 


Proposed major alterations in the town hall, estimated to 
cost $98,000., are listed for 1941. Minor alterations were anti- 
cipated a year ago, but a special committee—the Town Hall 
Improvement Committee—appointed by the Town at the last 
annual meeting, having made a careful study of the subject, will 
probably recommend to the town meeting in March that these 
extensive alterations be made during the year and that funds 
for that purpose be raised chiefly by an issue of bonds. 


_ Excluding the town hall alterations, the remaining items 
listed for 1941 are still about $20,000. in excess of the estimated 
amount available for capital improvements on the basis of the 
current tax rate of $27.20. If this excess is paid out of revenue, 
it will mean an increase of about 60c in the tax rate for 1941. 
If the town hall alterations are undertaken, about $10,000. of 
the cost will doubtless be raised by revenue and this would 
add to the 1941 rate about 30 cents more. It would be legally 
possible to issue bonds for some of the construction work in the 
Water and Sewer Department, but it would seem to us better 
business to pay this cost as We go. 


For the years 1942 and 1948 the estimated amounts avail- 
able for capital expenditures appear ample to meet the antici- 
pated requirements, with a»margin sufficient to pay the added 
cost of annual retirement of any bonds, and interest, that may 
be issued in 1941 on account of the town hall alterations, 
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If the addition to the junior high school, listed for 1944, is 
necessary as early as that date, of course a major part of its 
cost will be raised by the issuance of bonds, but the estimates 
indicate that it will be possible to pay about a quarter of the 
cost out of revenue, without increasing the current tax rate. 


As to 1945, the estimates again show a substantial margin 
of receipts in excess of expenditures for capital improvements 
and if this should prove to be the case, it would seem advisable 
in that year not to withdraw any part of the excess and deficiency 
fund, but reserve it for use in the following year, when capital 
expenditures in large amounts may be required. 


It will be seen that the projects listed for 1946 far exceed 
in cost the margin available for capital outlay on the basis of 
the current tax rate, and if all these prove necessary in that 
year another issue of bonds will then be required, but it may 
be possible to postpone some of the projects and equalize the 
cost over the following years. 


At this time of course we cannot say whether all the 
projects set forth in the 6-year program will prove to be essen- 
tial as time goes on, or that they should be carried out in the 
years indicated. The program will be revised at the close of 
each calendar year, in the light of conditions then existing. It 
now seems to us that the projects listed for 1941 should be 
carried out. and appropriations made therefor, but before pass- 
ing on the proposals, the town will have the benefit of the 
recommendations of the Finance Committee, made after careful 
study during the period between the date of this report and the 
annual town meeting in March.

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REPORT OF 
PARK COMMISSIONERS 


The work of maintaining and improving our parks and 
playgrounds was continued during the past year. 


The completion of the new bathhouse at Leonard makes this 
beach one of the best anywhere. A considerable amount of grad- 
ing was done at this beach. The area below the bathhouse and 
that opposite from the beach, comprising over two acres, was 
loamed and seeded. A row of maple trees was planted along the 
river bank. 800 feet of chain-link fence was erected on the 
southern boundary of Leonard Field. 


The tennis practice court at Palmer was rebuilt and greatly 
enlarged. Another section of retaining wall, 120 ft. long, was 
built on the Palmer Street side of the tennis courts. 


Labor, paid from unemployment relief funds, was utilized 
at Ginn Field. About two acres of playing area was added to 
this field during the year. A stone retaining wall, 3 ft. high and 
800 ft. long, was constructed and adds greatly to the appearance 
of this field. 


This same labor installed a 12-inch drain, 300 feet long, at 
the Town Dump. 


The land for the West Side Playground, off Wildwood Strect, 
has been acquired by the Town. During the latter part of the 
year, construction of a drain on this land by WPA labor was 
started and it is hoped that the work of grading this playground 
will be in process during the coming year. WPA labor also has 
been used at Manchester Field, where a hard surface road has 
been built. It is expected that this field will be re-surfaced dur- 
ing the coming year. 

Palmer and Leonard Beaches’ were very popular places dur- 
ing the past summer, the attendance being greater than ever. 
The swimming and diving lessons, sponsored by the Red Cross, 
were continued with great success. Several swimming meets 
were held during the season, including one sponsored by the 
A.A.A.U. Some twenty-five of the more promising boy and @.1'l 
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Swimmers are being given special instruction at a Boston swim- 
ming pool during the winter. 

The attendance at the playgrounds was very good this year. 
The usual artcraft classes were held at both Leonard and Loring 
playgrounds. Baseball continued in the lead in popularity with 
the boys. Tennis lessons were given at Leonard, Loring and 
Ginn Fields during the summer. The State Interscholastic Ten- 
nis Tournament was held here again this year and over twenty 
schools entered teams. As usual, the Department kept skating 
areas cleared and surfaced at Leonard Beach and Winter Pond 
during the winter. 

The Recreation Center appears to be filling a very real need 
in this Town, as there are over 900 boys and girls registered 
there. The games, such as pool, table tennis, badminton, etc., 
are well patronized. Dancing parties are conducted during the 
winter which are well attended. Instruction is given in wood 
working to the boys and in sewing to the girls.

GENERAL REPORT 


This year we were not called upon to do as much construc- 
tion work as usual, and only such new mains were laid as were 
needed to serve areas where building was actually in progress. 
The development of several new tracts of land into house lots will 
require a considerably larger program in 1941. 

The property and equipment of the department are in gen- 
erally good condition except for the North and West side stand- 
pipes. ‘The former should be repaired and repainted. The latter 
needs either extensive repairs or complete replacement, but we 
prefer to have a little better idea of the building in that vicinity 
before making definite recommendations. During the year we 
have painted the South standpipe, and have replaced the Wood- 
side Road sewer pump with a larger unit. 


The total rainfall for 1940 of 40.59 inches was but slightly 
below normal, and the auxiliary wells were in use from Septem- 
ber 1939 until April 1940, at which time it was considered safe 
to shut them down. In view of the hardness of the well water 
we shall request an appropriation for a water softening plant. 
The reservoirs did not fill at any time during the year, and on 
December 31st were only about two-thirds full; unless there is 
a heavy snowfall we shall have to use the well supply again in 
1941. 


Two more lots of land, containing about seven acres, were 
added to the well-field this year for its sanitary protection. 
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Our water rate is one of the lowest in the State, yet the year 
has shown a cash profit from operations of $5,986.72. This does 
not include the value of metered water furnished free to Town 
departments in the amount of $1,764.45, nor credit for main- 
taining and furnishing water to 631 hydrants. 

We are pleased to report that on December 31st there were 
no unpaid water bills. | 

We are again indebted to the State Department of Public 
Health, Division of Sanitary Engineering, for careful supervision 
of our water supply and for their prompt and efficient co-opera- 
tion throughout the year. 


Sewer assessments in 1941 will be made at the average cost 
of $2.44 per foot. One third of this is borne by the Town and 
two-thirds by the property bettered.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC 
WELFARE FOR THE YEAR 1940 


Your Board in attempting to arrange for the care and 
necessary maintenance of indigent persons within the limits of 
the Town, and at the same time, to see that the taxpayers -who 
supply the funds for the giving of this necessary aid are not im- 
posed upon, is confronted with another task that it has not been 
able to perform on account of the lack of necessary funds. 


It is felt that a constructive program should be arranged 
and carried out for the purpose of the rehabilitating of individ- 
uals and families who are now receiving aid from any public 
source. In other words, more time should be given from the 
standpoint of Social Welfare than is now possible with the pres- 
ent limited funds and small staff of workers. 


Due to the various ramifications in procedure developed by 
the Federal and State Governments in connection with the 
handling of cases receiving public aid, there has been a con- 
tinual increase in paper work, reports, -etc., and at the present 
time, the staff is not sufficiently large to carry on this work and 
also to allow for the proper investigation of local cases, cases of 
indigent persons brought into Winchester and left at the local 
Hospital for treatment, and for the investigation of Welfare 
recipients who are being aided in other towns but who still re- 
tain their settlements in Winchester. The Board can efficiently 
function only with an adequate force of properly trained execu- 
tives and workers. 

It was with much regret that the Board lost the services of 
Mrs. Ellen E. Wilson through retirement in July 1940. Mrs. 
Wilson had faithfully and efficiently served as Executive 
Secretary for a period of approximately ten years and her 
intimate knowledge and sympathetic handling of the cases in 
which she came in contact, will not soon be forgotten. To take 
the place of Mrs. Wilson, the Board was fortunate in securing 
the services of Mr. Rudolf W. Jordan, a trained Social Service 
worker and a member of the American Association of Social 
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Workers. Before associating himself with our Board, he had 
had twelve years of experience in the various branches of Social 
Service and Welfare work. 


PUBLIC WELFARE, TEMPORARY AID CASES 


The number of local cases coming under this heading, which 
includes both settled and non-settled cases living in Winchester, 
has fallen off considerably from the high point of 1935; we have 
now the same number of dependent families that we had in 1927, 
as shown by the following figures.

This number, however, does not include those families or 
individuals with Winchester settlement who have moved to other 
cities and towns, and there are receiving aid at Winchester’s ex- 
pense.

BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE

In addition to the above, because of changes in personnel, 
beyond the control of the Board, it became necessary to obtain 
consent of the State Department to apply $255.00 from Federal 
Grants, to expenses for Personal Services. 


FEDERAL PROJECTS 


In all Federal Projects carried on in Winchester, the State 
Branch continues to look to the local Board for investigations, 
certifications, etc., and requires the Board to determine to whom 
Surplus Commodities shall be given. 


WORK PROJECTS ADMINISTRATION 


The Labor Projects of the W. P. A. have continued as in 
the past with the exception of the Women’s Sewing Project 
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which was discontinued in June, 1940. Figures as to the amount 
of money spent for labor on W. P. A. Projects have not been 
available to the Board of Public Welfare since 1938. 

In 1939, the amount spent by the Town for materials for 
the Women’s Sewing Project in accordance with Federal re- 
quirements was $960.00; in 1940, the expense was $410.00. 


SURPLUS COMMODITIES 


In 1940, 185,501 pounds of food and 8,654 articles of cloth- 
ing were received from the Federal Surpius Commodity Division 
and distributed among persons receiving any form of public aid 
or relief. This is an increase of 37,607 pounds of food and 453 
articles of clothing over the preceding year. 

A certain proportion of central warehouse rent expense is 
charged by the Government against the Town and paid out of 
the General Unemployment Relief Fund under the direction of 
the Selectmen. 

Among other General Unemployment Relief Fund expendi- 
tures $692.50 was spent during the year for use of trucks, etc., 
in transporting Surplus Commodities. 


CIVILIAN CONSERVATION CORPS 


During the year twenty-two Winchester boys were enrolled 
with the C.C.C. for training, as compared with sixteen boys in 
1939. This larger number was due in part to a change in C.C.C. 
regulations permitting “the enrollment of unemployed youths 
who are personally in need of C.C.C. work experience and train- 
ing even though their families are not destitute or in need of 
financial assistance.” Of the twenty-two boys enrolled in 1949, 
twelve served or are serving their full six months period of 
enrollment. The total quota allotted to Winchester was twenty- 
five boys.

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SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF RETIREMENT 


December 31, 1940 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Winchester is now operating under the Contributory Re- 
tirement System. A substantial percentage of the employees of 
the Town are members of the system. All new employees auto- 
matically become members. Most of the older members of the 
Police and Fire Departments have remained out of the system 
and have continued with the former non-contributory system. 


Under the Contributory Retirement System all members 
contribute five per cent of their wages, up to certain limits, and 
thereafter become entitled to certain benefits such as on retiring 
receiving an annuity equal to what the total of his five per cent 
weekly contribution with interest would buy at his age of re- 
tirement together with a pension equal to that amount provided 
by the Town, with certain provisions for a minimum allowance 
and providing for a maximum allowance of two-thirds of his 
annual pay. There are also, under certain conditions, provisions 
for ordinary or accidental disability and death benefits. 

In the event of a withdrawal from the system an employee 
is entitled to the return of all of his contributions with interest. 

The Retirement Board consists of three members, one se- 
lected by the Selectmen for a term of three years, the Town 
Accountant, and a member of the system elected by the member- 
ship for a three year term. The Board as now organized con- 
sists of Vincent P. Clarke, Chairman, William E. Priest, Town 
Accountant, and Parker Holbrook, member representative. 
Robert E. Fay is Secretary of the Board. The Town Treasurer 
acts as custodian of the funds. 

On January 1, 1941, there were 139 active members and 7 
retired members in the system. During the year the Board has 
retired 5 members from active service who are now receiving 
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pensions. During the year there were 9 new employees ad- 
mitted to membership. 

The Town must make annual contributions to the fund con- 
sisting of a normal contribution and an accrued liability con- 
tribution, the normal contribution covering the liability on 
account of current services, the accrued liability contribution 
covering the liability on account of services rendered before the 
establishment of the system. This accrued lability contribution 
is a substantial one and will have to continue so for a number 
of years until the accrued liability of the Town is liquidated. 
The necessary financial and statistical tables are attached.

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REPORT OF WINCHESTER 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


MAURICE DINNEEN 


1940 was a year of mingled regret and optimism on the part 
of your Board of Health. 


Our deep regret at the unexpected resignation and retire- 
ment of Mr. Maurice Dinneen as Health Officer and Milk In- 
spector, and from his other and numerous Town positions, effec- 
tive November 15, 1940 after thirty-one years of continuous 
service under the Board of Health is universally shared through- 
out the Town and State by all who have come in contact with 
him during his long and distinctive career as a public servant. 
Honest, fearless, conscientious, efficient, he has been an inspira- 
tion and example when we are prone to despair at the standards 
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of public service frequently prevalent in these days of fluid 
morals. 

Mr. Dinneen was brought from Woburn to Winchester 
in 1909 by the Winchester Board of Health as Plumbing 
Inspector. The following year, the Board appointed him Milk 
Inspector and in 1919 he became Health Officer upon the retire- 
ment of Doctor Allen. As he also served for many years until 
his retirement as Building Commissioner, Sealer of Weights and 
Measures, and Plumbing Inspector, under appointment by the 
Board of Selectmen, he was as be-titled as an English Peer, but 
he performed his manifold duties with such ability, resourceful- 
ness and dispatch, that he accomplished the seemingly impossible 
feat of finding hours enough in the day to do all that he had to 
do, leaving him always ready for the next task, whatever it 
might be. 

The loss of Mr. Dinneen is not only the Town’s but is per- 
sonal to your Board. For fifteen years he has served with 
the same three members who now constitute your Board of 
Health. It has been a delightful association for us, but we fear 
that we have been spoiled by Mr. Dinneen’s competence. Only 
now that he has gone, do we realize how he eased our official 
burden and smoothed our official pathway. Maurice may your 
well-earned years of retirement be many and happy! Your 
memorial is secure in the knowledge and satisfaction of a job 
well done, the memory of which will long linger in the annals 
of our Town Government. 

We also regretfully accepted the resignation of Mr. William 
B. MacDonald as Health Inspector in order that he might take 
over his new duties as Building Commissioner and Sealer of 
Weights and Measures, to which positions he was appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen to succeed Mr. Dinneen. He performed 
his duties with our Board ably and faithfully and we are con- 
fident that success will be his in the carrying on of his new 
work. 

Optimism comes from the acceptance by Doctor Roger M. 
Burgoyne of our appointment as Health Officer to succeed Mr. 
Dinneen. His task will not be easy, as Mr. Dinneen’s efficiency 
was based upon long experience in and study of his duties, but 
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Doctor Burgoyne comes well prepared, both by his professional 
training and extended experience as a Winchester physician, 
where he has been held in universal esteem, and by his service 
of some fifteen years in conducting the baby clinic and later the 
tuberculosis clinic for the Board of Health. So, he is not a 
stranger to the Town or to the Board and we are confident that 
the manifold duties which he must perform and supervise for 
your Board will not suffer under his administration. 


We have also appointed Mr. Dana Pickering, well-known 
in the Town, as Collector of Milk Samples and we are sure that 
he will carry out his work most acceptably. 

The change of our health officer and the resulting necessary 
reorganization of the work of our department has so eclipsed the 
more or less routine activities of your Board during the past 
year that we will not dwell upon them at any length. 


The number of scarlet fever cases during 1940 was in excess 
of the high figures of the previous year and constituted a record 
for many years. Only in August were no cases reported. How- 
ever, the cases in the main were not severe and came out of the 
schools, so that we employed during the spring, when most of the 
cases occurred, an extra nurse to cooperate with the school 
nurse and the doctors in following up the cases in the schools 
and homes. 

Eight cases of a most unusual communicable disease,— 
trichinosis,—which sometimes develops from eating inadequately 
cooked pork products,—occurred for the first time in many years 
in Winchester. The Board took steps to discover the source of 
the pork products causing the disease and to eliminate its spread. 
All the reported cases are progressing satisfactorily. 

Although the Board held eight clinics,—more than the pre- 
ceding year,—for the immunization of dogs, the percentage of 
the total dog population of the Town immunized either at these 
clinics or by private veterinarians is somewhat smaller than for 
the previous years. To obtain continued satisfactory results 
from immunization, the annual cooperation of every dog owner 
is imperative, without which stringent steps will be necessitated 
to compel compliance with the law. For the third year in suc- 
cession no person has required anti-rabic treatment as the result 
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of rabies. One person who was bitten by a stray dog was given 
treatment as a precaution, but no rabies was found. 

The wisdom of the decision made in 1939 to confine the work 
of the dental clinic to the kindergarten and first four grades of 
the public and parochial schools seems demonstrated by the 
marked increase in the percentage of patients discharged with 
dental work completed. Eighty-seven percent have been so dis- 
charged in 1940 as against thirty-three percent in 1939, although 
the total number of patients treated was about the same each 
year. 

The other functions of the Board have proceeded in a normal 
manner and we trust to the satisfaction of the citizens of the 
Town.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
WINCHESTER PUBLIC LIBRARY, 1940 


Within a year death has come to three persons who have 
been more closely identified with the Library than perhaps any 
other citizens of the town. 

Mr. George H. Eustis died on January 6, 1940, after a 
devoted service of thirty-seven years as chairman of the Board 
of Trustees, a length of service with few equals as an unpaid 
town official. 

Miss Katherine F. Pond, who had been librarian in the early 
years of the existence of the library and who kept up her inter- 
est in it during her life, died on Marcn 30, 1949. 

Miss Cora A. Quimby died on January 2, 1941. She had 
been for seven years an assistant under Miss Pond, and for fifty- 
one years faithfully and efficiently served the town as librarian, 
a length of service without parallel in the Commonwealth. 

In the fall of 1939 Miss Quimby had-signified her desire to 
retire at the end of that year. After painstaking effort in con- 
sidering and interviewing persons trained in library work, and 
taking counsel with the Department of Free Libraries at the 
State House, the Board of Trustees appointed as librarian Miss 
Corinne Mead, who was serving as librarian at one of the 
branches of the Watertown library. Not only was her record at 
Watertown particularly notable, but she was active in various 
library associations, including the American Library Association 
and the Massachusetts Library Association, and so had ac- 
quired a broad understanding of library problems. She thus 
came to us with unusual experience and equipment which com- 
bined with tact and enthusiasm have already made such progress 
as to lead the trustees to believe that we are on the way to the 
goal which we have always had before us, namely, a library, in 
administration and equipment, which shall have no superior in 
the Commonwealth. This is sure of accomplishment if the town is 
willing to appropriate sufficient money to pay adequate salaries 
and to purchase a sufficient number of current books for which 
there is a great and constant demand. Probably forty percent 
of the circulation is of books published within two or three years. 
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Furthermore the reading public would greatly appreciate it if we 
had more copies of popular recent fiction and non-fiction. 

When the library moved into the new building, the trustees 
adopted a policy of hiring assistants who had the equivalent of a 
college or junior college education. This policy could not be car- 
ried out largely because the assistants were classified as clerks, 
with a limitation of salary of $20 a week, by the Committee on 
Equalization of Salaries. This scale continued until 1938 when 
the limit was raised to $25 a week. To classify as clerks young 
women who had spent four years in college discouraged the staff 
and makes it extremely difficult to secure properly qualified as- 
sistants when vacancies occur. There is no more reason for 
classifying librarians as clerks than it would be to classify 
school teachers as clerks. The giving out and charging of books 
is the least part of their duties. It is the giving out of informa- 
tion which makes them valuable. To render this service, they 
must have a cultural background which must be supplied in 
large measure by higher education. 

This year, the nirith year in the present building, the library 
and its facilities have been used more than ever before.

The accessions to the Library’s books in 1940 numbered 
2,390 of which 169 were gifts. The Library now has a total of 
36,571 volumes. 
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The Young People’s Library has shown an increase in cir- 
culation from 28,219 volumes in 1939 to 38,013 in 1940. Win- 
chester parents like the number and quality of the books which 
include the old favorites, “Heidi,” “Hans Brinker,” and ‘The 
Secret Garden,” to the latest books by Rachel Field, Cornelia 
Meigs, and Kate Seredy. The innovation mentioned later of an 
outdoor reading room was started first as an extension of the 
Young People’s Room. Children of all ages ranging from those 
who choose the books because of their bright colored bindings 
to those of early high school age are encouraged to take out 
books. 

We hope that there will always be many children who, like 
Bradlee Rogers and his brother in 1878-1888, can look back on a 
happy childhood due in part to the Winchester Public Library. 

(Note: Bradlee Rogers left a bequest to the Library, received 
in 1939, because of enjoyment derived from use of the Library.) 

Besides endeavoring to furnish new books and magazines as 
their merit warranted, for the entire library the following inno- 


' vations have been made: 


1. A room has been set aside for a reading and study room 
for students, thus eliminating the congestion at times in the 
main reading room. 


2. A Parents’ Room filled with especially adapted books has 
been arranged. 


3. The Library has beautiful grounds, and the experiment, 
so far successful, was made of putting out each pleasant day in 
the warm weather months a small number of chairs and tables, 
especially bought for the purpose, so that children and grown- 
ups, reading there, might thus absorb knowledge, fresh air, and 
sunshine. 


4. Regular book service has been given to the members of 
the Home for Aged People in Winchester. 

The Conference Room and Art Gallery have been in greater 
use for meetings than ever before. Among the organizations 
which held meetings there in 1940 were

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


To the Board of Trustees of the Winchester Public Library 
Members of the Board: 


In analyzing progress at the Public Library in 1940, the 
departments will be considered separately. 
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ADULT DEPARTMENT 


During the summer, the book stock was appraised to ascer- 
tain its physical condition and rearranged to make it of more 
use to the public. The books in the stacks were all moved to 
spread them out in less crowded fashion in their proper order 
of classification, and to make them more easily available. Tables 
were placed in the bay windows on both floors of the book stacks 
to provide secluded places for study. 


The magazines in the basement stacks were sorted and ar- 
ranged by name in alphabetical order so that they may be readily 
located. Magazines are more and more in demand to augment 
book material for study and research. 


The work in the stacks was such a prodigious task that 
its accomplishment required most of the summer. After the 
books and magazines were moved and rearranged, a complete in- 
ventory of the library’s book stock was begun and is proceeding 
satisfactorily. 


All of the books in the reference department were rearranged 
in proper classification sequence. Classification numbers were 
lettered in white ink on the back of each volume. 


Reference service has been in great demand, and is of a 
broader variety. Besides the usual reference service, alert atten- 
tion is being given in advance, to the needs of study groups so 
that there will be available, supplementary reading at the times 
needed, on the varieties of subjects chosen for study. Shelves 
in the new non-fiction browsing room have been set aside for 
such material and the name of each group is placed on the 
shelf to draw attention to the special material. At the times of 
meetings held in the library, books on the subject under discus- 
sion are placed in the foyer or in the meeting room. Bibliogra- 
phies have been prepared by the reference librarian. Material 
for a new pamphlet file is being organized. 

A new Browsing Room has been established. In this room 
the most recent non-fiction is shelved as well as a selected col- 
lection of non-fiction purchased during the past two years. This 
room invites and encourages the use of the better books. In 
this connection, it is important to note that about one third of 
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all the adult books loaned to Winchester Public Library patrons 
during 1940, were non-fiction. 


The Periodical Room is in constant use. People are eagerly 
using current magazines to keep informed on problems and 
events in the present national and international crises. During 
the past year, 5,726 magazines were issued for home use from 
the adult department. 


Another room on the main floor of the library is that des- 
ignated as the Students’ Room. This has been arranged and 
stocked for the special uses of young adults, who now have a 
department of their own in the library with a special librarian 
assigned to care for their needs. Results justify the establish- 
ment of this service for statistics show that for the three month 
period that the room has been in use, 1,838 books have been 
borrowed by young people from this room alone. The intention 
is to have this room, its books and services, a stepping stone 
to full and intelligent use of the whole library. 


The library is indebted to Miss Amy Sherman Bridgman 
and to Mr. Ralph T. Hale, a library trustee, for their inspiration 
regarding the Parents’ Room recently organized on the second 
floor of the building. This is an attractive room in which is to 
be found a small, but good collection of books on the care and 
training of children. As funds permit, new pertinent books 
are being added to this department. It is gratifying to note 
that the Public Health and District Nurses of the town are 
recommending the room, and that there is increasing use of it 
by parents, teachers, and college students. 


Re-registration of patrons was begun on May Ist and is 
being carried on according to approved library practice. Up 
to January 1st, 3,161 adults had been registered. That number 
is being increased by approximately 35 each week. The installa- 
tion of a system of borrowers’ cards on which books are charged, 
although a slight inconvenience to some library patrons, has 
resulted in cutting the loss of books by two thirds and books are 
made more available to a greater number of borrowers, because 
they are now being returned, more generally, within the time 
that they are due. By making the book stock more fluid there 
are fewer delays in supplying the books in greatest demand. 
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In a town the size of Winchester, such a system is a requisite 
for good library service. 

Book service for the Home for Aged People was established 
in the spring of 1940. The librarian in charge of this extension 
work, selects and takes books at intervals to the Home and at 
such times notes requests for special books to be supplied at 
the next visit. 186 books have been issued to the Home during 
the year. 

It is planned to establish book service to the Winchester 
Hospital as soon as funds are available. Tentative arrangements 
have been made with the Hospital and plans will be put into 
operation as soon as it is possible to release a member of the 
library staff to carry on the technical procedures which are 
necessary for an adequate type of hospital service to patients 
and nurses. 

- To supplement the library’s collections of books in foreign 
languages, books in Italian, French, Spanish and Swedish are 
borrowed from the State Division of Public Libraries for three 
month periods. These books are greatly enjoyed by foreign 
language readers. 

During the past year, 186 books were borrowed from larger 
libraries and special libraries to fill requests of our patrons for 
particular books not in our collection. Libraries cooperating 
with us in this service include: Arlington, Boston, Brookline, 
Emerson College, Harvard Architectural, Harvard College, 
Lynn, Massachusetts Division of Public Libraries, Massachusetts 
State Library, Medford, Newton, Somerville, Waltham, Water- 
town and Woburn. 


YOUNG PEOPLE’S LIBRARY 


The 35% increase in the book circulation in this department 
over the preceding year is indicative of the greater demands on 
the available resources and of the need for a larger book stock. 

Satisfactory contacts are maintained with the Public and 
Parochial Schools resulting in splendid understanding and mu- 
tual cooperation. All of the 7th grades from the Junior High 
School, accompanied by their teachers, have visited the library 
by classes. Arrangements have been made for similar visits by 
the 7th grade classes of St. Mary’s School. In the spring, the 
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8th grades from both schools will be brought to the library. 
During such visits, the boys and girls are conducted through the 
library and instructed in its use. 

There is cooperation with the Boy and Girl Scouts organi- 
zations, and books of special interest to them are lent to their 
members. The local Boy Scouts organization has invited the 
chief librarian to be examining official for merit badge awards 
in reading. 

647 new borrowers were registered in the Young People’s 
Library during 1940. To January list, 1941, the number of 
borrowers registered there was 1,325. 

During 1940, 38,013 books were loaned from the Young 
People’s Library. 

BOOKS AND PERIODICALS ISSUED FoR HOME USE 

The circulation of books from the library has advanced to 
127,432, an increase of 14.09% over the preceding year and a 
circulation of books of about 9 per capita for the year. 

* * * 

During the past year, the library staff and the superin- 
tendent of the building and his assistant have given the utmost 
cooperation in all possible ways. 

The librarian appreciates the whole-hearted support which 
the Board of Trustees has given her. Their vision of the library 
as a cultural and educational center is a constant stimulus to a 
broader library service. 

Appreciation is expressed to the generous donors of books 
and other gifts to the library. A list of their names follows. 

The year’s statistics are appended at the end of this report.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE 
THE LIMITED TOWN MEETING 


INTRODUCTORY 


This committee, the personnel of which is shown by the 
names of those signing this report, was appointed by the moder- 
ator in accordance with the following vote passed at the annual 
representative town meeting on March 14, 1940:— 


“VOTED, that a committee of fourteen members be 
appointed by the Moderator to investigate the defects 
of the present form of Limited Town Meeting and to 
report at the next annual town meeting, two members 
to be chosen from each precinct and two at large.” 


The present form of Limited Town Meeting in Winchester 
was provided by chapter 167 of the Massachusetts Statutes of 
1928. At that time fourteen other Massachusetts towns had 
representative town meetings, and since then seventeen more 
have procured the enactment of special statutes for this purpose, 
to become effective on acceptance by the towns themselves. All 
but three of these towns (Amesbury, Natick, and Palmer) have 
adopted their respective statutes. In 1931 a statute (now 
chapter 438A of the General Laws) was enacted to provide a 
“Standard Form of Representative Town Meeting Government,” 
open to acceptance by any of the towns of the Commonwealth, 
whether or not they had previously adopted special Represen- 
tative Town Meeting statutes of their own. No town except 
Arlington has accepted this standard act, although thirteen of 
the towns have procured statutes of their own since its enact- 
ment. Though some of these special statutes have been amended, 
no town having once adopted representative town meeting gov- 
ernment has ever given it up. 

No two of the thirty-three acts—including the Winchester 
and the Standard Act—are exactly alike, although among many 
of them certain provisions are identical. These are further dis- 
cussed below, in connection with those aspects of representative 
town meeting government which this committee thinks now 
worthy of particular attention. 
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Any limitation on the right of each citizen to vote in town 
meeting is regrettable, for it cannot but be reflected in a certain 
decrease of general public interest in, and familiarity with, town 
affairs. A limitation by proportionate representation, however, 
is far better than limitation of the meeting to the first 1008 
citizens arriving at the Town Hall, out of a total registration 
which is now 8188; and one or the other form of limitation was 
inevitable. For many years before the enactment of the present 
Winchester statute, the question was not whether Winchester 
would have a limited town meeting, as in view of the limited 
capacity of its Town Hall it had no alternative. The only ques- 
tion was what form of limitation it would prefer. Not until 
acceptance of our statute in 1928 did mere priority of attend- 
ance cease to be the sole controlling factor. 

On the whole, this committee feels that the Winchester 
form of Limited Town Meeting has worked remarkably well. If 
some of the members of the present committee had not also been 
members of that which formulated our 1928 statute, we should 
report that in our judgment the earlier committee showed re- 
markable foresight. After some years of operation of a rep- 
resentative form of town government, it is easy to take for 
granted those features of the plan which are most efficient and 
therefore least conspicuous. The fact that a duly advertised 
public hearing by the committee on this subject was attended by 
only two persons other than the members of this committee, is 
itself significant. 

Certain features in its operation, however, have seemed to us 
to deserve further consideration. The procedure followed by the 
town in respect to most of these is specified in the statute; so 
that if changes in them should be desired by the town they coula 
be obtained only by statutory amendment, enacted by the Generai 
Court and approved by the Governor. Some of these procedures 
to which our recommendations refer, however, have developed as 
mere matters of practice, so that changes in them could be made 
by the town alone. Some of the others are not important enough, 
in themselves alone, to warrant an amending statute. All ot 
these matters will now be discussed, following in general the 
order of the sections of our statute relating to them, 
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TOWN MEETING MEMBERSHIP 


Section 3 of the statute states who shall be members of the 
Representative Town Meeting. As is well known, 198 of these 
are elected by the 6 precincts, 33 by the voters of each precinct,—_ 
one-third of them each year for three-year terms. Among these 
elected members it is interesting to note that 31 are officers or 
employees of the town. Consideration has been given to the 
advantages or disadvantages of this situation ; but the Committee 
is unanimously of the opinion that the personnel of elected pre- 
cinct representatives primarily concerns the precincts them- 
selves. In 1939 the Governor vetoed an amendment of the Ded- 
ham statute providing that town officers should not be eligible 
for membership in its representative town meeting. Even if a 
change could be made in the Winchester statute in this respect, 
we recommend none. 


The question which has received perhaps the greatest at- 
tention from this Committee relates to the “‘Town Meeting Mem- 
bers at Large.”” These now comprise our State Senator, State 
Representative, Moderator, Town Clerk, Town Counsel, Town 
Treasurer; also the Chairmen of the Planning Board, Library 
Trustees, School Committee, Board of Assessors, Board of 
Health, Park Commissioners, Water and Sewer Board, Cemetery 
Commissioners, and Board of Public Welfare; and all the mem- 
bers of the Board of Selectmen and all members of the Finance 
Committee. A majority of your Committee approves this pro- 
vision so far as it relates to the chairmen of the Committees 
and boards so designated, and to all members of the Board of 
Selectmen. Of the twenty-nine accepted statutes, twenty-six 
provide that all members of the Board of Selectmen shall be ex 
officio members. 


In extending ex officio town meeting membership to all mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee, however, Winchester is in a rela- 
tively small minority. The only towns extending ex officio mem- 
bership to all such members are Winchester, Adams, South 
Hadley, Watertown, Winthrop, Weymouth and West Springfield, 
comprising seven out of the twenty-nine towns which have ac- 
cepted special statutes. The statutes for Saugus and Swampscott 
provide that the Finance Committee must consist of town meet- 
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ing members, and the Danvers statute provides that they shall 
not be such members. The standard statute and the special sta- 
tutes for Amherst, Braintree, Easthampton and Wellesley provide 
that ex officio membership in the representative town meeting 
may be determined partly or wholly by town by-law. Of these 
four towns, none has extended such membership to members of 
the Finance Committee other than its Chairman and Secretary. 
Of twenty-nine towns having representative town meetings, 
twenty-two give ex officio membership to the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, and seven also to its Secretary or Clerk. 
The Greenfield Act provides that three members of the Finance 
Committee, chosen by it, shall be members of the Representative 
Town Meeting. | 

Your committee finds that at the present time the town 
meeting membership includes the following :— 


35 ex officio members 

31 officers and employees of the town as 
elected members 

3 town election officers, one assessor

That is to say, sixty-nine out of a membership of two-hun- 
dred thirty-three are receiving the tax payers’ money or spending 
it or are appointed, not elected, to membership; being approxi- 
mately 30% of the total membership of the meeting, or, assuming 
that all of these attended, about 36% of the attendance at the last 
meeting. 

A minority of your committee, consisting of Mrs. Baker, 
Mr. Cullen and Mr. Richardson believe that no person who is 
receiving the tax payers’ money or disbursing it, or 1s appointed, 
should be permitted to appropriate it; believing this contrary to 
the generally accepted American system of separation of execu- 
tive and legislative powers. This minority believes that the 
actual and potential danger will be reduced in direct proportion 
to the number of such persons elim:nated from the present sixty- 
nine, and to that end that the thirty-five ex officio members 
should be eliminated. Ilowever, the minority considers that the 
change in the statute should be confined to permitting the town 
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to determine from time to time the ex officio membership; and 
in that respect it is in accord with the majority view in the event 
that any changes in the statute are sought. Another member of 
this committee believes this change should be made, but with the 
ultimate object of eliminating from the ex officio membership 
the members of the Finance Committee only. 

Although it is not the immediate concern of this Committee 
to recommend changes in the by-law governing the appointment 
of members of the Finance Committee, the method of their ap- 
pointment and the practice connected therewith have proved to 
be factors in determining whether or not we recommend that 
all Finance Committee members be ex officio members of the 
Limited Town Meeting. 

Although our statute provides that no ex officio member 
shall act as such while he is an elected member, a practice has 
developed, and is almost invariably followed, whereby a citizen 
on being appointed to membership on the Finance Committee, 
resigns as an elected member. In the last. four years three- 
fourths of those appointed to the Finance Committee were ap- 
pointed from among the elected town meeting members, and 
thereupon resigned as elected precinct members. This practice, 
though not expressly prohibited by the statute, seems to us in- 
consistent with its intent. 

Regardless of such intent, however, we think the practice 
undesirable. It is subject to possible abuse. By it the represen- 
tation of any one precinct in the town meeting could be greatly 
and disproportionately increased. The discontinuance of this 
practice would decrease the number of precinct meetings neces- 
sary to fill vacancies. It would also substantially reduce the 
number of ex officio town meeting members in Winchester, with- 
out depriving any finance committee member of membership 
in the meeting, and therefore without depriving the town of the 
valued services of these men as such members. This change 
in practice would affect the attitude of a majority of your com- 
mittee toward amendment of the statutory provision which now 
provides that all members of the Finance Committee be ex officio 
members of Representative Town Meeting. If the practice is: 
discontinued, the majority does not recommend that the statute 
be so amended as thereby to deprive members of the Finance 
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Committee of such ex officio membership. The majority 
does recommend a “sense of the meeting” vote that this practice 
be changed accordingly. 

Another change directly relating to the Finance Committee 
has also been, in our deliberations, a factor in determining 
whether or not all its members should be ex officio members of 
the Limited Town Meeting. This is the time-honored complaint 
that the Finance Committee is a self-perpetuating body. As its 
members are appointed by three persons, two of whom are its 
own Chairman and Secretary, the complaint has merit. We 
recommend that the Finance Committee be appointed by the 
Moderator, the Chairman of the Finance Committee, and the 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen for the term expiring last 
prior to such appointment. In this way the Chairman of the 
new Board of Selectmen, seeking substantial appropriations for 
his Board, would not ordinarily have a voice in the appointment 
of members of the Finance Committee advising on such 
appropriations. 

If these changes are made, i. e. if (1) the Representative 
Town Meeting passes a “sense of the meeting’’ vote that when 
elected town meeting members are appointed to the Finance 
Committee they shall not resign as elected Town Meeting mem- 
bers, but shall serve out their respective terms; and (2) the 
by-law providing for the appointment of Finance Committee 
members be amended as above suggested, then a majority of this 
Committee recommends no change in the statutory provision for 
any ex officio membership in the Representative Town Meeting, 
except in accordance with the following paragraph. 

If the Winchester statute is to be changed in any other 
respect, we recommend that it be so changed that ex officio mem- 
bers be only such as may from time to time be designated by 
town by-law. This would accord with the practice in Braintree 
and Wellesley, and with the Standard Act. It would render 
our form of government in this respect more flexible, and subject 
to change at any time without petition to the General Court. 

Our recommendations regarding the Finance Committee are 
not intended to reflect unfavorably in even the slightest degree 
on the efficiency and value of its services to the Town. These 
we unanimously hold in the highest esteem. The proposed 
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changes in practice and method of appointment would not 
deprive the Town of the membership of finance committee mem- 
bers in the town meeting and would, we believe, tend to enhance 
rather than lessen the respect invariably and justly given to its 
recommendations. 


MEMBERS’ NOTICES OF MEETINGS 


Section 3 of the statute requires the Town Clerk to give to 
each Town Meeting member at least seven days’ notice by mail 
of the time and place of the Representative Town Meeting. A 
separate provision of the statute (s. 2) requires immediate 
notice by the Town Clerk to each member, of his election. As 
formal notice of a town meeting must be given to each citizen 
by warrant, delivered by hand at his residence, the further 
written notice of the meeting to each town meeting member— 
with which, as a matter of practice, our Town Clerk has always 
enclosed a copy of the warrant—seems to us to entail unnecessary 
labor and expense. Furthermore, the practical result of the 
requirement for seven days’ notice is to postpone the first session 
of the Representative Town Meeting until at least ten days after 
the annual election, thus delaying the commencement of new 
work. For these reasons, if the statute is to be amended, we 
recommend that this provision for special notice of the meeting 
be eliminated. The separate provision for such notice as may 
be feasible with regard to adjourned meetings, should be retained. 


QUORUM 


Our statute provides that 100 Representative Town Meeting 
members shall constitute a quorum, out of a total town meeting 
membership of 233. No Winchester Representative Town Meet- 
ing has ever lacked a quorum. 

In Adams, Belmont, and Webster, 100 town meeting mem- 
bers also constitute a quorum. In all other towns a majority 
is required, except that Brookline requires at least an even 50%, 
Watertown 30% (reduced from a majority in 1924), and Lexing- 
ton one-third. The Standard Act provides that a majority shall 
constitute a quorum. 

One of the most notable and significant factors in the suc- 
cess of our government is the record of attendance of the mem- 
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bers at Representative Town Meetings. Thus in 1938, out of 
the total membership of 233, 187 attended the first session, and 
174 the adjourned session. In 1939, 179 attended the first and 
180 the adjourned session. In March, 1940, 192 attended the 
first, and 191 the second session. In the special meeting of 
December 12, 1940, 151 members were in attendance. The rep- 
resentatives as well as the citizens whom they represent are 
to be congratulated on this record. These circumstances seem to 
us to render unnecessary any further present consideration of 
the size of our quorum. 


NOMINATIONS OF MEMBERS 


Section 4 of the statute requires that candidates for town 
meeting membership from any precinct be nominated by at least 
ten voters of that precinct, except that for re-election a thirty- 
day written notice from the candidate to the Town Clerk is 
sufficient. The Town Clerk, with her invariable regard for the 
convenience of others, has been accustomed to send to each mem- 
ber whose term is expiring, a form for such notice. If the Act 
is to be amended in other respects, a majority of this committee 
suggests that hereafter the requirement for nomination by ten 
precinct members be made applicable also to candidates for re- 
election, so that in view of the general tendency on the part of 
voters to support a candidate for re-election, such re-election may 
not be too largely automatic. 

As has been pointed out in the Committee, however, the 
present provision of our statute on this subject, requiring no 
such nomination for re-election, but only notice to the Town 
Clerk, is in accordance with the Standard Act and with approx- 
imately two-thirds of the special statutes. Also against the com- 
mittee’s recommendation it is urged that the proposed change 
would tend to place a premium on mere aggressiveness; that 
many a good member might not undertake to get ten signatures 
for his renomination every three years; that the precincts have 
and are likely to have no form of permanent organization to take 
care of this; and that by this change the town might therefore 
be deprived of continued service by valued members who for one 
or another reason might not be duly nominated for re-election 
at the end of a three-year term. On the other hand, it is urged 
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that the present provision puts a premium on lethargy; tends to 
keep in office town meeting members who may have become 
unsuited for such service; that this is not remedied by the neces- 
sity for sufficient support for re-election at the polls; and that 
the interests of the town are not served by making re-election 
too easy. A majority of the Committee advocates this change 
accordingly. 


MEETINGS OF PRECINCT REPRESENTATIVES 


Section 7 of the statute provides for meetings of representa- 
tives from any precinct to fill vacancies in its Representative 
Town Meeting membership. It is provided that a majority of 
the members from the precinct shall constitute a quorum, and 
shall elect at each such meeting a Chairman and a Clerk. 

In some precincts, difficulties have been encountered in get- 
ting a quorum. We believe that the number required for this 
purpose should be reduced to eleven, being one-third of the 
elected representatives for the precinct; and that if the statute 
is to be amended in other respects, this change should be included. 

Although the statute makes no provision for the election of a 
Chairman or Clerk of the precinct representatives, except for the 
purposes of a single meeting, it has been the practice in some 
precincts to recognize certain acceptable citizens as such officers 
for an indefinite period. The spontaneous evolution of this prac- 
tice suggests its desirability. No provision is made for annual 
precinct meetings, however, so that election of such officials for 
a definite period is hardly feasible under present conditions. 

It was apparently the intent of the framers of the present 
act that statutory provisions should be kept at the minimum 
necessary to provide adequately for representative town govern- 
ment, leaving to the precincts themselves a broad discretion as 
to how much or how little organization they might prefer. It is 
doubtless true that the precinct meetings, which some years ago 
were customarily held before the Representative Town Meetings, 
and were addressed by town officers and often by representatives 
of the Finance Committee, went far to preserve a more general 
interest in town affairs, and thus to reduce an unavoidable dis- 
advantage of government by Representative Town Meetings. 
This Committee hopes that the precinct voters in their own dis- 
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cretion, and in the several ways which they may consider best 
suited to their own needs, will provide the means whereby town 
meeting members may be adequately informed of the wishes of 
their own immediate constituents. But the Committee does not 
consider that any further statutory provision is desirable for 
this purpose. 


REFERENDUM 


The provisions for referendum are contained in section 8 of 
the statute. These provide in substance that votes of a Rep- 
resentative Town Meeting, with certain exceptions, shall not take 
effect until the expiration of five days after final dissolution of 
the meeting; and that meanwhile not less than two hundred and 
fifty voters may file with the Selectmen a petition for referen- 
dum. A special meeting of all the voters is then called, and the 
vote of the representative town meeting remains in abeyance to 
await and abide the outcome. 

Only four referenda have been held in Winchester, although 
each of three of these related to two different subjects. The 
dates of these were May 2, 1930, June 12, 1930, Feb. 3, 1931, 
and April 16, 1935. Of the seven subjects concerned, the votes 
of the Representative Town Meeting were upheld in three cases, 
and reversed in four. 

Most of the towns having representative town government 
restrict the right of referendum far more narrowly than does 
Winchester. The policy of this town has been, by preserving 
a comparatively broad right of referendum, to keep the decision 
of all questions as near the voters as possible. We see no present 
reason to depart from this policy. 

The procedure on referendum, however, could be improved 
in certain respects. In the first place, the statute provides that 
the petition for referendum shall be ‘“‘filed with the selectmen,”’ 
within five days after the dissolution of the meeting. In one 
instance, when a referendum petition was filed with a selectman 
at his house after office hours, questions arose as to the sufficiency 
of this filing. We believe that if the act is to be changed in other 
respects, it should require filing with the Town Clerk on or be- 
fore five o’clock of the last day of the filing period. 

On the occasion just referred to, some of the signatures 
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were apparently not authentic. Under our statute, the authen- 
ticity of the signatures on a referendum petition is to be deter- 
mined by the Board of Selectmen. This should be a duty of 
the Registrars of Voters. 

The Winchester statute provides that where a majority vote 
of the limited town meeting is sufficient to carry it, a majority 
vote of all the citizens voting in a referendum is also sufficient 
for that purpose; and that similarly where, as for instance in the 
taking of land, a two-thirds vote of the limited town meeting 
is necessary, a two-thirds vote on any referendum relating to it 
is also necessary. Thus a two-thirds vote of the town meeting 
could be reversed by anything more than one-third of those 
voting on referendum. In view of the general policy of the town 
to approximate by referendum the conditions which would ex- 
ist if the limited town meeting had not acted at all, we do not 
consider that this provision should now be changed. 

The Winchester statute requires no minimum number of 
citizens voting on referendum, to overturn a vote of the limited 
town meeting. Thus if a very small number of citizens voted on 
referendum, for instance, on a measure requiring a two-thirds 
vote for passage, even a unanimous vote of the limited town 
meeting could be reversed by 34% of the few citizens so voting. 
A majority of the members of this Committee consider that, in 
accordance with the requirements of many other towns, a mini- 
mum number of citizens voting on referendum should be re- 
quired, and that this minimum should be 20% of the total regis- 
tration. Thus no action of the town meeting could be reversed 
on referendum unless at least twenty per cent., comprising at 
present 1638 out of our total registration of 8188, participated 
by voting in the referendum. 

A minority of your Committee believes, however, that the 
result of the vote of all those who participate in a referendum 
should not be rendered invalid merely because the rest of the 
voters do not choose to exercise their franchise. 


CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
In conclusion, we recommend the following: 


(1) Unanimously; that the Secretary of the Finance Com- 
mittee be superseded by the Chairman of the outgoing Board of 
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Selectmen, as the third member of the committee of three author- 
ized to appoint members of the Finance Committee; and that 
Article II, section 2 of the Town By-laws be amended accord- 
ingly. 

(2) Unanimously, that the Representative Town Meeting 
vote it to be the sense of the meeting that elected town meeting 
members appointed to the Finance Committee shall not resign 
as such elected members. 


(3) By a majority, that if the two foregoing recommenda- 
tions are adopted by the town, the statute be not now changed. 
On these conditions, this majority considers that although the 
present form of Limited Town Meeting is defective in the re- 
spects stated in the foregoing report, these defects are not suffi- 
ciently important to warrant at this time a petition to the Legis- 
lature for statutory amendment. 

(4) Unanimously, except as below stated: that if the 
foregoing recommendations numbered 1 and 2 are not adopted 
by the town, steps be taken to procure amendment of our statute 
in the following respects :— 

a. Ex officio membership. The designation of such 
membership should be governed by town by-law, and not frozen 
into the state statute. 

b. Members’ notices of representative town meetings. 
The provision for a special notice, other than the warrant, to town 
meeting members, of the time and place of representative town 
meetings, other than adjournments thereof, should be eliminated. 

ce. Nomination of members. For re-election of town 
meeting members, as for their original election, nomination by ten 
citizens should be required. This is favored by a majority of 
the committee. 

d. Quorum at precinct meetings. The number of such 
quorum should be reduced to eleven. 

e. Referendum. 

Petitions for referendum should be filed with the 
Town Clerk on or before five o’clock on the last 
day of the filing period. 
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Signatures of the petitioners should be verified 
by the Registrars of Voters. 

No action of the limited town meeting should be 
reversed on referendum unless at least 20% of 
the registered voters participate in the refer- 
endum. This also is favored by only a major- 
ity of the committee. 


(5) <A minority of your committee, being four of the ten 
voting, recommend without qualification the following: 
(a) Ex Officio Membership—The designation of such 
membership should be governed by town by-law, and not frozen 
into the state statute. 


(6) A minority of your committee, being three of the ten 
voting, recommend that the rights of those voting on referendum 
be not limited by requiring any fixed percentage of the regis- 
tered vote; that is to say, that no change be made in the exist- 
ing law relating thereto. 


The warrant for the next annual town meeting will contain 
articles permitting discussion and action on the questions above 
considered. In the further consideration of these the Commit- 
tee trusts that this report may prove helpful.

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REPORT OF THE 
TOWN HALL IMPROVEMENT 
COMMITTEE 


VOTE ESTABLISHING COMMITTEE 


At the adjourned session of the Annual Representative 
Town Meeting of the Town of Winchester of March 14, 1940, 
held on March 18, 1940, the following vote was passed, said vote 
becoming effective on March 25, 1940: 


“VOTED, That a Committee, to be known as the “Town 
Hall Improvement Committee’ and to consist of four citizens 
of the Town to be appointed by the Moderator and one of 
the Selectmen designated by the Board of Selectmen, is 
hereby established to consider and report upon the necessity 
or expediency and the feasibility of making alterations in 
or any addition to the town hall building to provide offices 
for town departments now occupying space in buildings not 
owned by the Town; more convenient accommodations for 
the town officers and departments now housed in the town 
hall building and facilities for the transaction of business 
of the town; and improvement of the town hall and its ap- 
purtenances, and also to consider and report upon any 
matters and subjects related to any of the foregoing, includ- 
ing ways and means of meeting the expense of any improve- 
ments or additions which it may recommend.” 

“Said Committee shall have power to fill vacancies in 
its membership except in the case of any successor to the 
Selectman member, who shall be designated by the Board 
of Selectmen; it may procure such plans or architect’s 
drawings as may be necessary for the purpose of securing 
estimates of the cost of alterations or additions and may 
expend therefore and for its other necessary expenses not 
exceeding $250, which sum is hereby appropriated for said 
purpose, and it shall prepare and file with the Selectmen a 
report of its findings and recommendations in season for 
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action thereon at the next annual or special town meeting, 
which report shall be printed with the reports of the town 
officers for the current year.”

Pursuant to this vote the Committee presents the following 
facts and definite recommendations: 


PRESENT TOWN HALL BUILDING 


The Town Hall building was built in 1887 at a cost of 
$50,000.00 This included a wing occupied by the public library 
for forty-three years until 1930. Of recent years this space, 
without major alterations, has been occupied by the Board of 
Public Welfare and the Board of Assessors. Police Department 
quarters were located in the basement of the town hall until 
1913 when they were moved to the new police station yet the 
space so vacated has never been used for any length of time by 
any permanent town department. These rooms are now 0oc- 
cupied by the Selective Service Local Board No. 161. In the 
basement is also located the Town Engineer and his staff. At 
the present time there is a total of ten employees occupying 
office quarters in the basement. 

As the town departments increased in size and number it 
became necessary to rent outside quarters. The Board of 
Health, Building Inspector, Inspector of Wires, and Plumbing 
Inspector occupy office space in the Randall Block, 9 Mt. Vernon 
Street, at a yearly expense of $940.00. 

During the period of more than fifty years in which the 
town hall building has been in use, no material improvements 
nor any major repairs have been made in the building. 

It is not surprising, therefore, to find that extensive repairs 
of the building are immediately necessary for its preservation 
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and that substantial alterations and improvements are required 
for the convenience of the public and of the town departments 
and their employees, and for the proper transaction of the busi- 
ness of the town. 


Specific items of necessary repairs, alterations and im- 
provements are noted as follows: 


1—Prompt and complete repair of the roof in order to 
avoid further maintenance costs to interior of Audi- 
torium. 


2—Replacement of the present obsolete wiring system and 
unsightly lighting fixtures. 


3—The installation of a modern, efficient, ventilating and 
heating system, conforming with present State laws 
and making the Auditorium comfortable and healthful 
in cold weather. 


4-_Complete renovation of the Auditorium to correct the 
present very poor acoustics, inadequate stage, and out- 
moded seating arrangements. 


5—Immediate provision of modern, sanitary toilet facilities, 
and coatrooms to replace the present old-fashioned and 
inconvenient arrangements. 


6—A new entrance to the Auditorium which will provide 
easy access, safer egress, as well as protection against 
bad weather conditions. 


7—The repair or replacement of a great quantity of worn 
out and out-of-date equipment and fixtures, etc. 


8—The rearrangement and refinishing of the basement and 
other parts of the Town Hall in order to obtain more 
usable space for the housing of all town offices all under 
one roof. 


9—While there is sufficient floor area in that part of the 
town hall that serves as departmental offices, this area 
is not laid out efficiently to provide adequate room for 
present requirements as well as future growth. 
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Recognizing the necessity for making these repairs and im- 
provements, the Committee next considered whether this work 
. Should be done now or at some later time. The Committee is 
unanimously of opinion that the improvement project should be 
undertaken during the year 1941 and carried to conclusion as 
speedily as possible. 

The reasons upon which this opinion is based are: 


1. A considerable sum under any circumstances must be 
expended in the near future for repairs which can no 
longer be postponed. 

2. Every indication points to increased building costs in 
the near future. 

3. Interest rates on municipal borrowings are at the low- 
est point in many years. 

4. If the money necessary to finance the proposed altera- 
tions and improvements is to be raised by borrowing, 
the annual interest charge will be less than the annual 
expense now incurred by the town for rent of outside 
space. 


PRELIMINARY STUDY 


Having in mind the background of the Town Hall Improve- 
ment Project as just covered, the Committee gave careful 
thought and study to the following alternatives: 


1. The construction of a new Town Hall Building. 


2. Remodeling the present building to meet present-day 
requirements and for a reasonable number of years to 
come. 


To give proper consideration to the subject and make an 
intelligent report, it was, of course, necessary to first obtain 
expert advice. Sketch plans were submitted by Jerome Bailey 
Foster, and Coolidge Shepley Bulfinch & Abbott, which were 
considered in detail by the Committee. A careful survey of the 
property was made by the Committee members aided by Mr. 
Titus of F. C. Alexander & Co., (contractors for the Winchester 
Public Library, Mystic School, Fire Station, and other buildings 
in Winchester). 
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NEW TOWN HALL BUILDING 


It was found that, in order to erect a new and adequate 
building to meet the office space requirements, and an Auditor- 
ium, the cost would be approximately $300,000 or more. The 
Committee unanimously agreed that the Town should not be 
involved in any such expenditure at the present time and also 
felt that a great many townspeople entertain a deep-rooted 
affection for the present building as a landmark in the develop- 
ment of the history of Winchester. Therefore, the Committee 
agreed that it would give no further consideration to the devel- 
opment of plans for a new building. 


REMODELING THE PRESENT BUILDING 


The architects presented a tentative set of plans for re- 
modeling the present building. These plans show that adequate 
facilities can be had within the present structure, that the Audi- 
torium can be attractively modernized and that, with the altera- 
tions and improvements proposed, the needs of the Town will 
be taken care of for at least twenty-five years. Engineers and 
architects, after a personal survey, assured the Committee that 
the framework and general construction of the present building 
is substantial, in sound condition, and good for at least fifty 
years. 

The proposed plans change the “basement” to a so-called 
“ground floor,” since this floor is only a few feet below ground 
level. By planning a corridor through the center of the present 
basement, finishing the floor, walls, and ceilings, and by replac- 
ing the present small windows with those of standard size, a 
minimum of fourteen rooms in the basement is obtained against 
five at the present time. The first floor plans call for nine 
offices, against six at present, and the second floor shows an 
increase from four to five. 

The plans call for a completely reconditioned Auditorium 
attractively finished, acoustics corrected, existing balconies re- 
moved and a new balcony installed at the rear over the present 
small Town Hall, a spacious lobby with ticket office, a new ladies’ 
room and new check or coat rooms. A proper ventilating and 
heating system for the Auditorium is to be specified which 
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conforms with the present State laws. The electric work as 
proposed will cover new wiring and fixtures, as the present 
fixtures are unsightly and the wiring obsolete. 

Serious consideration should be given by the Building Com- 
mittee to the installation of an automatic burner in the present 
boilers and also the effect on insurance rates by the installation 
of a sprinkler system. 

The estimate of approximate cost, including construction 
costs, architects’ and engineers’ fees, and a 20% contingency, 
is $98,000.00. The Committee agreed that the plans for renovat- 
ing the present town hall structure, as submitted by Messrs. 
Coolidge Shepley Bulfinch & Abbott, appear to offer the most 
practical and economical solution of the problem of adequate 
housing of town offices and departments, particularly because 
they involve no major changes in the exterior of the present 
building. 


METHOD OF FINANCING 


Many methods for financing this project have been con- 
sidered, such as the W.P.A.; P.W.A.; or a Bond issue. After 
consulting the district engineer of the W.P.A., the Committee 
rejected the idea of W.P.A. financing since the Town would have 
practically no direct supervision over the work although the 
sponsors (the Town) would apparently have to contribute from 
25% to 50% of the total W.P.A. grant. Moreover, no assur- 
ance as to final cost of project could be obtained. 

Any thought regarding the P.W.A. method was abandoned 
when the Committee found that this agency was now in the 
process of liquidation and that very few, if any, grants were 
being considered at the present time. 

This Committee feels that the amount involved for this 
work is too large to take out of any one year’s appropriation. 
It is a 25-year project and payment for it should be spread over 
at least 10 years. 

The Committee is not unmindful of the fact that the Town 
has been generally committed to the “pay as you go” policy, 
but it appears to the Committee that the time has come or must 
come soon when the Town should no longer put up with the 
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inadequate and inconvenient facilities of the town hall in its 
present condition. 

If the project for alteration and improvement is carried out, 
the benefits will extend over a period of from twenty-five to fifty 
years and the expense can be spread over a period of ten years 
without perceptible effect upon the tax rate in that period. The 
present bonded indebtedness of the Town is decreasing annually 
and will soon reach the vanishing point. The proposed new bor- 
rowing would add annually for nine years a sum less than the 
amount of the annual decrease of principal and interest on the 
outstanding debt (see Chart I), and, as has already been noted, 
the interest charge would be more than offset by the saving in 
rental for outside space. 

For these reasons and in view of the recommendation of Mr. 
Theodore H. Waddell, State Director of Accounts, that a bond 
issue is the best method for financing improvements or altera- 
tion of our town hall building, the Committee believes that it may 
properly at this time recommend the undertaking of the town 
hall improvement and the issuance of bonds for a limited term 
to meet the expense. . 

Bond issues for alterations of public buildings are not 
‘authorized by general law but may be authorized by special act 
of the legislature. As petitions to the legislature for the enact- 
ment of laws must be filed on or before the second Saturday in 
January, the Committee has filed a petition for a special act 
which will enable the town, if it shall so vote, to borrow money 
to meet the expense of such alterations and improvements as it 
may determine to make. The proposed act is merely permissive, 
however, and does not require the town to act under it. 

It has been suggested that a bond issue might be avoided 
and the cost paid out of revenue by making necessary alterations 
and improvements piecemeal over a period of a few years. After 
careful study this plan was found to be so expensive as to be 
impractical because:- 


1—The total costs might well be from $15,000 to $20,000 
greater than if done as one complete project now. 


2—Interruption in the use of the offices and Auditorium 
would extend over a much longer period. 
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3—The remodeling of the Auditorium portion of the build- 
ing, which is most needed, involves so large a percentage 
of the total expense that, if paid out of one year’s reve- 
nue, it would raise the tax rate materially. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Committee submits the following recommendations: 


That the sum of $100,000 be appropriated for repairs, alter- 
ations and improvements of the town hall building substantially 
in accordance with its suggested remodeling plan; 

That a committee be established to procure plans and speci- 
fications for these alterations and repairs and carry the work 
to completion; and 

That to meet the appropriation, $10,000 be raised from 
revenue of the year 1941 and the remainder by borrowing on 
serial notes or bonds payable in nine annual payments of $10,000 
each, commencing in the year 1942.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
SURVEY OF PARKING FACILITIES 


The Committee on Survey of Parking Facilities was ap- 
pointed pursuant to the following vote of the Annual Repre- 
sentative Town Meeting of March 1940. 


“VOTED: That a Committee, to consist of one mem- 
ber each of the Board of Selectmen, the Board of Park 
Commissioners, the Planning Board and the School 
Committee and each to be designated by his respective 
board, and a local merchant to be appointed by the Mod- 
erator, is hereby established to conduct a survey of 
parking facilities in and near the business center of the 
town and any possible ways and means of increasing the 
same, and to confer and co-operate with the Selectmen 
in relation thereto and to report with recommendations 
at the next annual or special town meeting. Any va- 
cancies in the committee shall be filled in the manner 
provided for original appointments.” 


Two meetings were held by the Committee and the entire 
parking facilities in the center were studied with the aid of 
maps supplied by the Town Engineer’s office. The Committee 
realized that a serious parking situation had developed in the 
center of the town with the opening of several new stores. All 
the members of the Committee had personal knowledge of this 
situation. 


It was found that the parking spaces at the rear of the 
Town Hall and Fire Station were over half empty when there 
was not a single space available on the streets in the center. 
These parking spaces have a capacity of 95 cars. At the re- 
quest of the Committee signs were erected at the entrance to the 
rear of the Town Hall and at the corner of Winchester Place 
near the Fire Station stating that unlimited parking space was 
available. We are happy to state that this has increased the 
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use of these parking spaces owned by the town and consequently 
has relieved the situation on the streets. 


The Police Department co-operated with the Committee and 
found that, upon checking the registrations of cars parked on 
the streets, about 40 of them were owned by the employees and 
owners of various stores, banks, and offices located in the center. 
Efforts were made to have these cars parked in the two spaces 
at the Town Hall and Fire Station. Little success attended this 
request. The same cars are to be seen parked from early morn- 
ing until after dark almost every day. 


The check by the Police Department on cars parked during 
the busy hours on a Saturday afternoon showed that there were 
337 cars parked in the business area at one time, and there was 
space still available. It is true that no one could expect to park 
directly in front of the store in which he wished to shop. 


Another sign calling attention to unlimited parking available 
on Shore Road was erected where Shore Road enters the center. 
This space would hold a large number of cars and would take 
care of the need for parking at this time. The Committee has 
found that this space has not been used since the erection of this 
sign. It would seem that people do not care to walk that far and 
some have stated that it is not easy to leave Shore Road due to 
the traffic lights. 


Efforts were made to get permission from the Metropolitan 
Park Commission to park on Mystic Valley Parkway between 
Main and Washington Streets. This was refused. 

Various other possibilities were considered to relieve the 
parking situation, such as the lease or taking by the town of land 
for parking purposes. It was thought best to avoid this large 
expense to the town until it was seen how the present situation 
will work out. 


At the request of the Committee the Board of Selectmen had 
white lines painted on Waterfield Road for diagonal parking. 
This increased the amount of parking space at this point by 
about 100 per cent. 

Some 47 storekeepers and real estate owners in Winchester 
Center had, in February 1940, represented to the Board of Select- 
men that the immediate need for further parking facilities in our 
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shopping area was very great and accordingly petitioned the 
Board to take steps to permit parking along the westerly edge 
of Manchester Field, adjacent to the Boston & Maine Railroad 
tracks. After discussion the Committee requested the advice of 
the Town Counsel who ruled that this land had been taken by 
the town for park and playground purposes and could not be 
used for any other. 

Due notice was given in the Winchester Star of a public 
hearing to be held on May 9, 1940 at 7:30 P. M. in the Town 
Hall. 

At the hearing there were nineteen persons present, five of 
whom were members of the Committee, and seven others were 
town officials. Only two of the forty-seven signers of the peti- 
tion were present, one being a member of the Committee. 

The Chairman of the Committee informed those present of 
the action already taken to relieve the parking situation. There 
is now available in our business district parking space for over 
400 cars, and it would seem that this amount of space was enough 
for the present with a little co-operation from everyone. 

As a result of the hearing, the Board of Selectmen reduced 
the parking limit in front of the Post Office on Waterfield Road 
from one hour to fifteen minutes. 

The Committee wishes to thank the various departments of 
the town for their time and efforts to help, and the many indi- 
viduals who have given*constructive advice and suggestions. 

There being such an apparent lack of interest in the matter 
as evidenced by the meager attendance at the hearing the Com- 
mittee requests that it be discharged.

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REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE

Refunds to the Town Treasurer from the Commonwealth 
and from collections by the Superintendent totaled $24,864.28, 
resulting in a net cost of school operations to the town for 1940 
of $264,714.87. 


The report of the Superintendent of Schools gives in detail 
a picture of various problems with which your Committee has 
been faced during the year just past, and outlines as well the 
consideration which has been given to them and the conscientious 
efforts made to improve the system. 


The Committee would be negligent in its duties if it failed 
to take into its consideration the possible expansion of school fa- 
cilities made necessary by the increased development of Real 
property in the Town. At the moment it seems likely that the 
school population in the Mystic district may well increase, within 
the next few years, sufficiently to present a serious problem. 
Whether the solution is to be in the building of an addition to the 
Mystic School or in the completion of the original plans for the 
Junior High School and the use of the Wadleigh Building as an 
additional elementary school may best be determined, the School 
Committee believes, by a special committee to be appointed for 
that purpose. 
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In the report of the School Committee for the year 1939, 
special comment was made of the work of our then Guidance 
Director, Mr. Dana Cotton. During the early part of the present 
year, Mr. Cotton was called by his native State of Maine to as- 
sume a similar position in the State Department of Education. 
During his stay with us, we were cognizant of the value of his 
work. His departure has made that value more apparent and 
has also made the Committee more fully aware of the need of 
continued Guidance work. 

The use of school property for the activities of local organ- 
izations increases yearly. This year the Town Recreational activ- 
ities require the use of school facilities but sufficient time has not 
yet elapsed to determine the degree of enthusiasm for the various 
projects offered. It is the responsibility of the School Committee 
to insure the proper maintenance of its plant and to exercise 
sufficient care in the supervision of its buildings not only during 
the school day but during these extra activities. It should be 
understood that the School Budget in itself cannot and does not 
provide sufficient funds to cover the expense of the additional 
heating, lighting and janitor service required for these activities 
and that the charge made to the organizations using its facilities 
is for reimbursement of actual expense and not for rental. 

It is ever the aim of the Committee to maintain the standard 
of the System in Winchester at as low a cost to the citizens as is 
possible. The consideration of money spent cannot be divorced 
from an equally conscientious consideration of the results to be 
obtained, and undue value cannot be placed on either. We are 
constantly aware of the fact that perfection may never be 
reached but that an approximation is always to be desired. The 
Committee is also concerned with the proper maintenance of its 
existing buildings and equipment. That concern naturally in- 
creases as the buildings age and, for that reason, we firmly be- 
lieve that we are justified in asking for an increase of appropria- 
tions for repairs and maintenance. 

Few opportunities present themselves during the year to 
permit a proper expression of appreciation to the entire staff. 
The Committee is desirous that its sense of gratitude and deep 
appreciation be known to janitors, teachers and administrative 
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officers for the whole-hearted co-operative spirit in which their 
duties have been performed.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee: 


This is my seventeenth annual report which I am 
pleased to render for your consideration. 


INTEREST IN OUR HIGH SCHOOL GRADUATES 


A year ago I promised a report on the class of 1939 showing 
what had become of its members about one year after graduation. 
I sought this report out of general interest, but especially to 
ascertain if we might be more helpful with future classes in aid- 
ing them to a better adjustment in the transition from high school 
life to life and activities beyond our school. Fortunately this 
study was made before the present national defense program was 
initiated. We thus have an accurate picture of our graduates 
before a more artificial economic status came on the scene. 

The data submitted below show approximately that 50% of 
the class continued their education, about 40% were at work 
mostly full time, and about 10% were at home and unemployed. 

In general, I believe we can be pleased that so many are 
continuing their education, though that in itself will not be a 
guarantee of success nor even of satisfying employment. 

We likewise can be pleased that so many found employment 
in a period when there was much unemployment. I regret that 
we have not had the opportunity of interviewing this group and 
of studying their labor status and their prospects for advance; 
ment. Have they something to tell us of how we might have 
been more helpful while they were students in our high school? 

The number at home and unemployed while small, interests 
me. While we have not had the opportunity of studying this 
group, it is my impression that a sizeable proportion of them are 
needed at home or find satisfaction in being there. Further study 
is needed, however, to obtain the facts. 

I see in this study of the class of 1939 the continued need of 
a strong guidance program which, despite the difficulties inherent 
in student guidance, ever seeks to help students find themselves. 
Are there physical, mental and emotional limitations which are 
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keeping them from their best school achievement? Are they 
studying the subjects best adapted to them? Are they loafing 
on the job? Is “gentle compulsion” the best stimulus? Are they 
giving up at the first sign of difficulty? Are they being helped 
to understand the life which is just ahead and what is demanded 
to live it? Will it be a life with a purpose or one entered upon 
indifferently ? 


We must continue to guide high school students with all the 
wisdom we can achieve.

STUDENTS WHO WITHDRAW FROM OUR HIGH SCHOOL 


The number of students who leave school and the reasons 
for leaving have interested me for some time. You will find be- 
low the data for the school year 1939-1940. Of the 850 students 
enrolled in our high school during the year, 52 or approximately 
6% left during the year. However, 15 of these were post grad- 
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uates who, I assume, found work or obtained the additional edu- 
cation they were seeking. This leaves 37 which is a relatively 
small number. When our guidance program is functioning more 
completely, we shall have more knowledge of the type of students 
represented by the 18 who left to go to work. One would be 
interested to know if an educational program better adapted to 
their needs would have better fitted them for work and life. 

Our guidance would likewise give us more knowledge of the 
11 who left school to remain at home. 

The fact that Freshmen represent the largest number is 
significant. It behooves us to study our situation further as we 
observe that 50% of those who left had a scholarship rating of 
only “Fair.” If we add the 18 ranked “Poor” in scholarship, we 
learn that 85% ranked below “Good.” These people will soon 
be citizens. Many of these students, I am aware, are genuine 
educational problems. They challenge us, not necessarily to help 
them to attain higher scholastic standing under the same edu- 
cational conditions, but rather to provide an educational pro- 
gram which holds their interest and is adapted to their special 
needs during the important adolescent years.

Ten to twelve boys have had the privilege of attending voca- 
tional schools at Town expense as in other years. These schools 
definitely fit boys for several trades. A study should be made 
soon of the results. I am inclined to believe that more boys 
with good minds and good work habits are needed in this voca- 
tional training group if we are to receive benefits commensurate 
with the expense. More boys should be entering Trade schools, 
though I believe in general that it should be an experience fol- 
lowing a high school education rather than one being substituted 
for it. There are social distinctions here which are preventing 
some boys from receiving the kind of education which would be 
best for them. Opportunities are available in vocational educa- 
tion for him who has the ability, interest and will. 


PREPARATION FOR COLLEGE AND INSTITUTIONS BEYOND 
HIGH SCHOOL 


The school continues to do an excellent job in preparing 
its students to continue their formal education beyond the high 
school level. Of the 172 students graduating in 1940, 46 or 
26.7% were admitted to colleges granting degrees. 

21 others continued their formal education in other types 
of institutions. These, with the 46 above, made a total of 67 or 
38.9% who continued their formal education in some college or 
institution beyond the high school level. 

4 post graduates concluded their high school study and were 
admitted to college. 3 other post graduates continued their study 
in other types of schools.

There is further opportunity for us in this very im- 
portant field. 


OUR JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


For several years we have endeavored to bridge the gap 
between the elementary schools and the Junior High School on 
the one hand, and the Junior High School and Senior High School 
on the other. Conferences on the fundamental tool subjects have 
been held with beneficial results; however, effecting a smooth 
transition of students from one part of our school system to 
another is a perpetual problem. 

Tests given to our eighth grade pupils at the close of the last 
school year diselose good if not excellent achievement in the 
fundamental tool subjects. All pupils will never be brought to 
the same degree of attainment, so that the high school has as 
one of its functions continued drill for those needing it.

Mr. Dickman and his teachers have given serious thought 
to the improvement of instruction in the Social Studies (History, 
Geography and Citizenship). At the present time geography 
with the more significant historical relationships is taught in 
the seventh grade, while history with the more significant geo- 
graphical implications is taught in the eighth year. Some of 
the periods are double which make for a more continuous effort 
in subject fields requiring more than a “touch and go” type of 
procedure characteristic of the relatively short single classroom 
period. Mr. Dickman describes the reactions to our present 
program as follows: 

“Boys and girls seem to have maintained a more lively 
enthusiasm for their work throughout the planning and carry- 
ing out of the units now completed. 

“Pupils do not seem overburdened with activities and assign- 
ments as they did when they carried two subjects throughout 
two years. 
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“The teachers’ contact with fewer pupils has made it possible 
for them to become better acquainted with the weaknesses of 
individual pupils so they have been of more assistance to them. 


“The double period is a great advantage for many reasons. 
It provides time for continued work on an activity at the time 
when interest is highest and eliminates loss of time in putting 
away materials. It provides opportunity for the supervision 
of the use of reference materials, the taking of good notes and 
the writing of reports following the rules of good English. It 
also provides time for group work in planning and giving well- 
prepared oral presentations.” 

Book week was again utilized to stimulate a better acquaint- 
ance with and appreciation of books. The activities included 
dramatizations, pantomimes, radio quizzes, charades, hidden 
titles and riddles as well as a visit to the public library. The 
following books were used in dramatizations, pantomimes and 
charades:

COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO STUDY THE NEEDS OF ADDITIONAL 
ACCOMMODATIONS AT JUNIOR HIGH AND MySsTIC 
SCHOOLS 


Postponement of the completion of the Junior High School 
plant should not be delayed much longer. The school should 
have the full size gymnasium, (now 1% size) auditorium, cafe- 
teria, music room, science room and other facilities which were 
postponed when only part of the building was built. A Com- 
mittee should be appointed in March to study these needs. 

This same committee should study and report on the Mystic 
School needs. 


OUR ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


Understanding of How Children Grow 


The elementary schools have continued to progress in their 
provision for the individual child. Emphasis has been placed on 
children’s growth where every school system should be placing 
the emphasis. Ignorance of the knowledge of children’s growth 
which we now possess, even though far from complete, is inex- 
cusable in an elementary school. This ignorance is manifested in 
regimentation, pressure regardless of child’s limitations or im- 
maturity, unfair competition, indifference to variations in in- 
dividual personalities, and other factors. The attitudes of chil- 
dren, their mental health, their conduct in group relationships 
are vitally important. A good school is genuinely interested in 
these things. 
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Revision of Arithmetic Course of Study 


Miss Lewis and a committee of teachers under the chair- 
manship of Mrs. Dresser have completed a two-year study of the 
course of study in Arithmetic, utilizing both their rich experience 
and the latest research. I commend them here for a job well 
done. 


Report Card Revised 


The report card has been revised by Miss Lewis and a com- 
mittee of teachers under Miss Maxfield’s chairmanship. This 
is the result of both teacher and parent criticisms which were 
welcomed. After another two or three years, further improve- 
ments may be made. 


Fundamental Tool Subjects 


Lest someone is fearful that children in our elementary 
schools are not being given adequate drill in the fundamental 
school subjects, I submit below the results of tests given at the 
close of this last school year.

The schools are giving their attention to these fundamental 
subjects as they always have. These subjects should be con- 
sidered as tools, however, to greater ends in the educational 
program. 
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Most Important Outcomes 


The most important outcomes are good work habits, good 
attitudes, mental stability, impulses to progress on child’s own 
initiative, self-discipline, success at his level of maturity, and 
in accordance with his peculiar limitations if there be such, 
growth in his ability to work and play with others, subordination 
of selfish interest when cooperation for the good of the group is 
needed, growth in the possession of the highest ideals and their 
effective practice. In other words, the great objective is a grow- 
ing individual in those qualities of citizenship which our 
American democracy requires. 


COMMITTEE ON RESOURCES 


A committee representing the entire school system is study- 
ing our community resources including in the term community, 
Winchester itself, Metropolitan Boston and significant parts of 
New England. When this committee completes its study, we 
shall have available to our staff helpful material which can be 
used to supplement our book work. Students will find their 
learning extended more realistically to the life about them. 
Classroom work, we hope, may be supplemented by visitation to 
museums, places of historical and literary importance, factories, 
social service centers, governmental departments, etc. We seek 
to make our students’ learning more significant and meaningful. 


COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION FOR CITIZENSHIP 


Our schools have always considered good citizenship a 
primary objective. In times such as these, it seems best to re- 
view what we are doing in this field, so the teachers throughout 
the system this year are giving thought to the question — How 
can we do a better job in citizenship education, especially for 
a democracy? Some of the questions, answers to which will help 
answer the major question are as follows: Where in the system 
and how are our students given an opportunity to learn definitely 
what democracy means? How do we develop appreciation of 
our country which is the basis of sound patriotism? How are 
the important holidays utilized for sane patriotism? Is there 
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any check up to make sure that they can sing or at least know the 
words of the National Anthem, America, etc.? Can they write 
the words of the flag salute and are the words meaningful? Have 
we assumed too much in this citizenship education? Are there 
additional opportunities in school life which can be pointed out 
as vehicles of practice in good citizenship? By what means can 
we make them more civic conscious and keener to shoulder 
responsibility, as well as to demand their rights? 

I am sure our teachers will make a report which will 
revitalize our citizenship education. 


EDUCATION AND DEFENSE 


One could have read this report so far and still be unaware 
of tragic world conditions. I have written of our work very 
conscious of a distressed world, and of our own country’s anxiety 
and program of defense. It is my conviction that the school’s 
best contribution to national defense is the education of our 
young people in ways similar to those described in this report. 
We seek healthy boys and girls, physically and mentally, trained 
in the tools of learning, but using these tools to help them grow 
into good citizens for a democracy such as ours. We are inter- 
ested in their future, their opportunities for work and their 
adjustment to a confused world. We see the importance of “an 
inner social health” as the very front line of defense. Education 
has a very prominent part in strengthening these inner defenses. 


CONCLUSION 


Tables giving interesting data follow. 
I here express my thanks to my professional colleagues, 


other members of the staff, and to the school committee for the 
services rendered to our young people.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
SURVEY OF SALARIES 


The investigation and determination of the reward for per- 
sonal services are tasks that require serious thought and judg- 
ment. Furthermore, the fixing of salaries of one’s neighbors 
and acquaintances presents difficulties because of the personal 
element involved. This Committee has recognized that fact in 
its recommendations, and has endeavored to base its conclusions 
on; first,—a fair and proper compensation for the individual; 
second,—a reasonable salary for the position as compared to 
similar occupations in other municipalities and private industry ; 
and third,—careful consideration as to the cost of service to 
the tax payer. 

The vote authorizing the appointment of this Committee 
excluded from its investigation Policemen, Firemen, School Ad- 
ministrative Officers and Teachers, and the Town Librarian. 
The salaries paid to all other employees of the Town have 
been investigated and are included in this report. 

From the standpoint of present efficiency and provision for 
the future, careful thought should be given to the fact that a 
number of employees, elective Town Officers and Department 
Heads have arrived at or passed the age of 65 years. This point 
should be considered by the Town in electing Town Officers, and 
by the Town Boards in appointing Department Heads; further- 
more, consideration should be given to the training of Assistants 
who will ultimately take over these positions. 


Clerks: 

It is recommended that clerical positions be classified and 

rated in accordance with the following schedule: 

Specifications : 

Grade I Novice, or under five years’ experience; per- 
forms the most simple office routine duties under 
supervision ; exercises no independent judgment. 

Grade II Works under supervision; exercises independent 
judgment only on details of work. 
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Grade III Requires special training; exercises considerable 
independent judgment; assumes the responsibil- 
ity for the department, in the absence of the 
Department Head. 

Salaries: 

Minimum Maximum 
Grade I—$ 728. Annually ($14. weekly) $ 936. Annually ($18. weekly) 
Grade II— 988. ae (619 Sete 8) 1248, % (A ZA ve ae) 
Grade III— 1300. ” (705, = =) 2) 91560. # (30a) 

These minimum and maximum recommendations are for 
full-time services in these positions. 

It is recommended that increases in the clerical classification 
be not more than $1.00 per week per year until the maximum 
is reached. 

In cases where the present incumbent is receiving a higher 
wage than the maximum for the position, it is recommended 
that no reduction in the salary of such incumbent be made. 

In the interest of fairness and justice it is recommended 
that uniform working hours, lunch periods and vacations be 
established for all clerical employees, and that the necessary 
steps be taken to set up and enforce such a schedule. 
Laborers: 

In reviewing the labor salary lists the Committee found a 
number of variations and apparent inconsistencies in the rates 
paid between different Departments. It is understood that cer- 
tain classes of the more experienced labor merit recognition in 
setting wage standards. It is recommended, however, that a 
wage of not more than 6214¢ per hour nor less than 55c per hour 
be paid to all regularly employed unskilled laborers. 


General: 

It is recommended that the minimum and maximum salaries 
for Town Officers and employees be fixed in accordance with the 
following schedule which is arranged in the same alphabetical 
order as the town accounts. 

*In the following schedule an asterisk denotes an employee 
receiving compensation in more than one capacity and the num- 
ber following the asterisk indicates the individual shown on 
Appendix A. Appendix B furnishes a comparison of salaries 
paid by other municipalities comparable to Winchester.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Winchester for the period from July 19, 
1939, the date of the previous audit, to May 31, 1940, and sub- 
mit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town or committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, 
and verified by a comparison with the books of the town 
accountant and the treasurer. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were exam- 
ined and checked with the treasurer’s books and with the records 
of the several departments collecting money for the town. 


The appropriations as entered in the ledger were checked 
with the town clerk’s record of appropriations voted by the 
town. The ledger accounts were analyzed, and a balance sheet, 
which is appended to this report, was prepared showing the 
financial condition of the town as of May 31, 1940. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
compared with the records in the departments collecting money 
for the town and with the other sources from which money was 
paid into the town treasury, while the payments were checked 
with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the disbursement of 
town funds. 


The cash balance on May 31, 1940, was verified by a 
reconciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished 
by the banks of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the 
office. 


The payments on account of debt and interest were proved 
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with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities 
on file. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investment of the several trust and investment funds in the 
custody of the treasurer were examined and listed. The income 
was proved and the disbursements were verified. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were exam- 
ined and checked. The poll, property, and motor vehicle excise 
taxes, and the special assessment, departmental, and water 
accounts outstanding according to the previous examination 
were audited, and all subsequent commitments were reconciled 
with the accountant’s ledger. The payments to the treasurer 
were checked to the treasurer’s cash book, the recorded abate- 
ments were compared with the records of the departments 
authorized to grant abatements, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and reconciled with the respective ledger accounts. 


Verification of the outstanding accounts was made by send- 
ing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on 
the books as owing money to the town, the replies received 
indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The records of tax titles held by the town were examined 
and checked with the deeds on file. The amounts added to the 
tax title account were compared with the collector’s records, the 
recorded redemptions were checked with the receipts as shown 
on the treasurer’s cash book, and the tax titles were listed, 
proved, and checked with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The town clerk’s records of sporting, dog, and miscella- 
neous town licenses and fees were examined, the payments to 
the State being verified by a comparison with the receipts on 
file and the payments to the town treasurer being compared 
with the treasurer’s cash book. 


The recorded receipts from the selectmen for licenses, from 
the sealer of weights and measures, and from the police, health, 
and other departments were examined and checked, the pay- 
ments to the town treasurer being compared with the treasurer’s 
cash book and the accountant’s ledger. 
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The accounts of the contributory retirement fund were 
examined and checked in detail. The cash and securities in the 
custody of the treasurer of the fund were verified and the 
income and payments were proved. 


The surety bonds of the officials required by law to furnish 
them were examined and feund to be in proper form. 


For the co-operation extended by the various town officials 
during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assist- 
ants and for myself, to express appreciation.
